Leonard Y. Safrit Jr., Beaufort, was installed Saturday, December 
13, 2003 as the one hundred fifty-first grand master of Grand Lodge 
of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina. 

Safrit joined Franklin Lode No. 109 in Beaufort, taking his 
degrees in August and September of 1979. He is a past master of 
Franklin Lodge. He is a 33rd degree Scottish Rite Mason, a York Rite 
Mason, a member of the York Rite College, a member of the National 
Sojourners, and a Shriner. He was appointed to Grand Lodge line in 
1997 by Grand Master Gerry T. Smith, of Morehead City and Crissie 
Wright Lodge No. 741. Smith was Safrit’s installing officer. 


In his Masonic work, Safrit has served on numerous boards and 
committees in the Grand Lodge. He has also been active in the New 
Bern Scottish Rite bodies and is immediate past personal 
representative for the Sovereign Grand Inspector General of North 
Carolina to the Valley of New Bern.

Dealers Association, a trade group of building supply dealers in the 
Carolinas, Tennessee and Virginia. 

Safrit was born in Beaufort January 3, 1950 to Leonard Yearby 
and Virginia Dane Rivenbark Safrit. He graduated in 1972 from 
North Carolina State University with a degree in biological and 
agricultural engineering. 

He and his wife, Sarah Jo, live outside Beaufort on their farm at

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Address of the Grand Orator 


Grand Master Safrit presented former North Carolina Supreme 
Court Chief Justice James G. Exum Jr., Grand Orator of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 

A Tale of Two Lodges 


Most Worshipful Grand Master Safrit, other Grand Lodge officers, distinguished 
guests, and delegates-brothers all: 


It is a privilege to be asked by the grand master to speak with you today. I want to 
talk about a subject that has been much on my mind for the last three years-the 
relationship of our Grand Lodge and the Prince Hall Grand Lodge, the histories of the 
two grand lodges, their present circumstances and what your committee, initially 
appointed by Grand Master Mathis, hopes will be their futures. 

History 


According to information in The Code books of our Grand Lodge and the Prince 
Hall Grand Lodge, their histories, respectively, are as follows: 


The history of Masonry in North Carolina began in colonial times. 


Before the American Revolution, the Grand Lodge of England chartered two lodges 
in North Carolina: St. John’s Lodge of Wilmington in 1755 and Royal White Hart Lodge 
at Halifax in 1767. Thereafter Provincial Grand Master Joseph Montfort, with 
authority granted by the Grand Lodge of England, chartered five colonial lodges in the 
colony, and the Grand Lodge of Virginia chartered a sixth. 


The history of our Grand Lodge began after the Revolution. 


At that time, no one with grand lodge authority lived in North Carolina, and the 
existing local lodges determined that they should no longer have any allegiance to or 
remain dependent on the Grand Lodge of England. The lodges sent representatives to 
a convention in Tarborough, which met on December 9, 1787. There, they declared their 
Masonic independence from the Grand Lodge of England and organized the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina. They elected Samuel Johnson grand master. He later became 
governor of North Carolina. They elected then Governor Richard Caswell deputy grand 
master, and they elected other distinguished persons to other offices in the Grand 
Lodge. 


The history of Prince Hall Masonry also began in colonial times. 


In 1775, by authority of the Grand Lodge of England to the Army of British 
General Gage, fifteen soldiers were initiated into a field Masonic lodge. In 1784, the 
Grand Lodge of England authorized these men to form a regular lodge in Boston. One 
of these men was Prince Hall, who became master of the Boston lodge. 

Between 1797 and his death in 1807, Prince Hall organized Masonic lodges in 
Philadelphia and Providence, Rhode Island. In 1808 the Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Rhode Island lodges organized the African Grand Lodge in Boston, now known as the 
Prince Hall Grand Lodge, Free and Accepted Masons of Massachusetts. 

From 1797 to 1815, enough African lodges were organized in Pennsylvania to form 
a Prince Hall Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. 

By 1848, three African lodges had been organized in New York City by, respectively, 
Boston Lodge, Harmony Lodge of Pennsylvania, and the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. 
In 1848, the three lodges formed the Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of New 
York. 

The history of the Prince Hall Lodge in North Carolina began after the Civil War. 


In 1866 and 1867, after the war, the African Grand Lodge of New York authorized 
the organization of four lodges for African-Americans in North Carolina: The King 
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Solomon Lodge in New Bern, Giblem Lodge in Wilmington, Eureka Lodge in 
Fayetteville, and Widow’s Son Lodge in Raleigh. 

On March 1, 1870, these four lodges met in the Giblem lodge room in Wilmington 
and organized the Prince Hall Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of North 
Carolina. 

Since their beginnings, both organizations, the Grand Lodge and the Prince Hall 
Grand Lodge, have generally prospered. Although it must be said that members of 
Prince Hall Grand Lodge, for most of its history, were disadvantaged. 


For example, in 1956, a young, black man had graduated from college and been 
accepted to attend the law school at the University of North Carolina in Chapel Hill — 
one of the first of his race to be allowed to attend the school. After his 21st birthday, he 
went to the office of the Board of Elections in his home county to register to vote. The 
registrar, who knew the man had been accepted to attend law school told him that, 
nevertheless, he had to pass a literacy test to the registrar’s satisfaction. The registrar 
asked him to name certain presidents of the United States by number. And to name 
several signers of the Declaration of Independence. The young man did the best he 
could; but the registrar told him he had failed the literacy and was not eligible to vote. 
He refused to register the applicant. 


The literacy test was just one of a number of laws the white majority in the South 
passed to keep black persons from fully participating in political, educational, and social 
affairs. Others were the poll tax, the white primaries, segregated schools, segregated 
public transportation, and the use of trespass laws to keep them out of whites only 
restaurants, hotels, and other public accommodations. 


This conduct was not the product of goodness. It was the product of fear, prejudice, 
and ignorance. History has proved that it was shortsighted and wrong. 


The Present 


That man who could not pass the literacy test in order to register to vote in the 
1950s was, in 1969, elected from Guilford County to a seat in the North Carolina 
General Assembly. After that, he founded a bank in Greensboro; he served for many 
years in the General Assembly; and he became one of the most respected members of 
the North Carolina Senate. After that, he served as an associate justice, and finally 
chief justice, of the North Carolina Supreme Court. He now practices law in 
Greensboro. 

His name is Henry Frye. He is a Prince Hall Mason and he chairs his grand lodge’s 
Committee on Fraternal Relations just as I have chaired ours. 


Other Prince Hall Masons whom I have known for years include Dr. Al Blount, a 
Greensboro physician; and the Honorable Milton Fitch, a North Carolina Superior 
Court Judge. Judge Fitch is the grand master of the Prince Hall Grand Lodge. 

Prince Hall Masons whom many of us have come to know more recently are 
Marvin Chambers, a civilian designer with the Navy and immediate past grand master 
of Prince Hall; Nathaniel Johnson, a retired physician’s assistant and past grand 
master; and Frank Evans, a retired physician’s assistant and past grand patron. All are 
able and worthy men. 

Yet, here we stand, sixty years after the United States Supreme Court declared 
that it was wrong to make the right to vote dependent on passing a literacy test or 
paying a poll tax. 

Here we stand, fifty years after our country’s highest court said it was wrong for 
the law to require racially segregated schools. 

And here we stand, forty years after the United States Congress passed the 1964 
Civil Rights Act, which declared that it was wrong for public accommodations like 
hotels and restaurants to close their doors to people on the basis of their race. 
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Yes, here we stand, the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons, still 
saying to people like Henry Frye, Dr. Al Blount, Judge Milton Fitch, Marvin Chambers, 
Nathaniel Johnson, and Frank Evans, here in North Carolina, and not only to them, but 
to others like Louis Armstrong, Count Basie, Nat King Cole, Duke Ellington, Justice 
Thurgood Marshall, author Alex Haley-all Prince Hall Masons-we want to deny you full 
participation in the Masonic fraternity. We don’t recognize you as our Masonic brothers. 


Why is this? In 2001, then Grand Master William Mathis decided to find out. 


He asked four of your brothers-former Governor Jim Martin; his former chief of 
staff, Jim Lofton; and former attorney general and now Federal Judge Lacy Thornburg; 
and me to study this question. He asked us to determine whether there was any 
Masonic or other reason not to recognize the legitimacy of Prince Hall Masonry. 


For a year and half, we studied the issue. We examined the history and origins of 
Prince Hall Masonry; we studied their Code; we met with their leaders. 


We concluded first, that there is no Masonic or other reason for not recognizing 
Prince Hall Masonry and its grand lodge in North Carolina, and second, there are 
compelling reasons for us to do so. 


Section 6-1 of our Code says that the Grand Lodge may extend fraternal 
recognition to another grand lodge when it is satisfied that eight criteria exist. Your 
Committee on Fraternal Recognition is confident that Prince Hall Grand Lodge meets 
every criterion. 

One: It was formed by at least three duly constituted lodges. 

Two: Prince Hall Grand Lodge is an independent, self-governing, and responsible 
organization with exclusive administrative authority over all its subordinate lodges, 
and meets criterion two. (Prince Hall Constitution, Article I, Section 4) 

Three: It makes Masons of men only. (Prince Hall Code, Landmark 18th) 


Four: It acknowledges a belief in God (Prince Hall Code, Landmark 19th); complies 
with the secrecy requirement of Masonic bodies (Prince Hall Code, Landmark 2314); 
uses the symbolism of operative masonry (Prince Hall Code, Landmark 24th); provides 
for the division of symbolic Masonry into three degrees (Prince Hall Code, Landmark 
2nd); and acknowledges the legend of the third degree (Prince Hall Code, Landmark 37). 


Five: Its dominant purposes are charitable, benevolent, educational, and for the 
worship of God, and it excludes controversial politics and sectarian religion from its 
activities. (Prince Hall Constitution, Article III, Sections 19 (4), (12), (16) and (18); 
Prince Hall Code, Landmark 19th), 


Six: The sacred book of the divine law is indispensably present in Prince Hall 
lodges. (Prince Hall Code, Landmark 215). 


Seven: Both the Prince Hall Grand Lodge and the Grand Lodge exercise exclusive 
jurisdiction, respectively, over their subordinate lodges, it is fair to say, by mutual 
consent. 

The mutual consent has existed, at least in fact, if not in law, for many years. The 
two grand lodges have coexisted in North Carolina peacefully and without interference 
from each other for more than 130 years. As examples of our de facto mutual 
recognition, our Grand Lodge, for years, has sponsored a reception in Raleigh for 
members of the General Assembly who are Masons. Prince Hall Masons are always 
included. Our Grand Lodge officers have attended Masonic ceremonial occasions with 
their grand lodge officers. Recently, our grand master attended the installation 
ceremony for Prince Hall’s grand master, and Prince Hall Grand Lodge officers attended 
the installation ceremony for our grand master. 


The resolution of mutual recognition simply formalizes a relationship that, in fact, 
already exists. 


Eight: The Commission knows of no evidence that Prince Hall was formed against 
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the wishes of the Grand Lodge or that it has established subordinate lodges against the 
wishes of the Grand Lodge. 


Brothers, Prince Hall Masons have been recognized as “regular” by the 
predominantly white grand lodges of thirty-seven states, and the count keeps growing, 
seven Canadian provinces and eleven countries, including the Grand Lodge of England, 
and the Grand Lodges Of New York, Massachusetts, Missouri, Maryland, and Virginia. 

As Brother Jim Martin, earlier reported to us: “Myth and legend to the contrary, 
there is nothing inherently ‘clandestine’ about Prince Hall Freemasonry. What that 
term means is that any grand jurisdiction that has not been granted recognition is for 
that reason differentiated as clandestine. Once recognition is granted... It can no longer 
be deemed clandestine.” 


Brother Martin also advised: “We find no prohibition in Masonic jurisprudence 
based upon any racial or geographic distinctions, nor did the [then] thirty-three other 
grand lodges of AF & AM in America.” 


Much has been made of Section 2-2 of our Code, which provides that no other grand 
lodge shall have any rights within the territorial jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge. This, 
of course, is a unilateral declaration of our Grand Lodge. It cannot deprive another 
legitimately established grand lodge from existing in North Carolina any more than a 
similar provision in Prince Hall’s Code could deprive our Grand Lodge of its legitimacy. 

Further, Section 6-1 of our Code, as just noted, provides that two grand lodges may 
exercise jurisdiction in the same territory by “mutual consent.” This mutual consent has 
existed, by implication, since 1870, when the Prince Hall Grand Lodge was established. 
We know of no effort on the part of our Grand Lodge to shut down Prince Hall Masonry 
in North Carolina or to otherwise interfere with its operations or its jurisdiction over its 
lodges and members. 


These two Code provisions, taken together, simply mean that a grand lodge can 
consent to another grand lodge’s exercising its jurisdiction in the same territory. If both 
grand lodges adopt the mutual recognition resolution as presented, the exclusive 
sovereignty provision will be satisfied for each of them. 


The Future 


Mutual recognition between the two grand lodges will not mean merger or the 
surrender of any sovereignty that can be legitimately claimed by either grand lodge. 
Each grand lodge will remain fully sovereign and will have exclusive jurisdiction over 
its respective subordinate lodges and members. This is a prerequisite to mutual 
recognition under Section 6-1 of our Code. 

As Brother Martin stated in his report for the Commission to the 2001 Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge, “Our committee does not find a basis for merger of 
these two sovereign grand lodges. We do find a clear basis for “regularizing” relations 
between them.” 

Neither will mutual recognition mean that Masons from one grand lodge will 
automatically be able to visit in the blue lodges of the other grand lodge. Inter- 
visitations will be handled at the local lodge level. Local lodges in both grand lodges will 
be free to allow or not to allow them. 


When we vote on this resolution of mutual recognition, let us search our minds and 
our hearts. 


Will we be guided in our decision by the same fear, prejudice, and ignorance that 
in the last century caused us to want to keep persons like young Henry Frye from voting 
just because he was black? We should hope not. 


Will we now use the Masonic as we then used the poll tax, the literacy test, and 
the laws of trespass, to keep our African American brothers from fully participating in 
our Masonic brotherhood? We should pray not. 
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We should hope and pray that, here at the dawn of the twenty-first century, we will 
be guided instead by our hopes and our dreams and our knowledge, by our sense of 
fairness and our commitment to equality, and by the light of true Masonry, where there 
are no social distinctions and where we meet on the level, act by the plumb, and part 
on the square. 


We have for a long time now recognized the many contributions our black citizens 
have made and continue to make to the ongoing progress of our democracy. They serve 
in our legislature, in our council of state, in our courts, and in all our professions. They 
fight beside us, and they die with us in the protection of our freedoms. We are stronger 
as a community, state, and nation because of their full participation in our civic life. If 
we now, as Masons, extend fraternal recognition to the Prince Hall Grand Lodge, our 
fraternity will be stronger. 


I grew up in a segregated society. My children did not. Your children did not. By 
acting favorably on this resolution, Masonry will be seen in a better light by our 
children and our grandchildren. They will understand Masonry as a force for progress, 
for goodness, and for fairness and tolerance. 

We will no longer be required to tell our brothers in arms, like Sam Lee, past 
master of Hiram Lodge, that he cannot invite Prince Hall Masons to a battlefield, AF & 
AM lodge meeting even though they had soldiered together. Recall that last year, 
Brother Lee told us that, “This was disturbing because as soldiers we worked closely 
together and under extreme pressure. These men were as worthy as any man I know to 
be called brother and treated as such.” You will recall that he discontinued his lodge 
meetings out of respect for “our fellow soldiers, our fellow friends, and our fellow 
brothers.” 


Brother Martin, speaking with us last year, said of the Prince Hall Masons we had 
worked with, “We found these men to possess all attributes of humility and charity, 
gentleness of spirit, and honesty of expression, which we earnestly hoped they found in

us. 

Brothers, it is time-it is past time-for us to acknowledge the Prince Hall Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina as duly constituted and extend to it our fraternal recognition. 
Why? Because its members are worthy, because our Code permits it, and because it is 
for the good of Masonry here and everywhere.

Report of the Committee on Fraternal Correspondence 


The following Report of the Committee on Fraternal 
Correspondence was received and entered on the record. Grand Lodge 
action on the requests was taken later in the session. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
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During the past year, formal requests for recognition have been received from four 
Grand Lodges. This Grand Lodge subscribes to the services of the Commission on 
Information for Recognition of the Conference of Grand Masters in North America to 
gather information and investigate whether the grand lodge in question satisfies the 
conditions of regularity. The Commission’s guidelines or standards for recognition are 
as follows: 


* Legitimacy of Origin 
e Exclusive Territorial Jurisdiction, except by mutual consent and/or treaty. 


e Adherence to the Ancient Landmarks - specifically, a belief in God, the Volume of 
Sacred Law as an indispensable part of the furniture of the lodge, and the prohibition 
of the discussion of politics and religion. 

Gran Logia of Benito Juarez 

We have received a request for recognition from the Grand Lodge of Benito Juarez 
of Ancient and Accepted Freemasons of the State of Coahuila, Mexico. The Commission 
on Recognition embarked on an extensive study to understand the situation and 
relationships with the Mexican Grand Lodges. It is estimated there are or were 130 
grand lodges in Mexico. Of these, there appear to be only 30 state grand lodges and the 
York Grand Lodge that are considered to be practicing regular Masonry. These grand 
lodges are members of the Confederation of Regular Grand Lodges of the Mexican 
United States. The grand lodges that are members of this confederation all have 
adopted protocol for membership. All member grand lodges meet the standards adopted 
by the Conference of Grand Masters of North America. It is the recommendation of this 
committee to approve recognition of this grand lodge. 


Grand Lodge of Niger 


The Grand Lodge of Niger has submitted a second request to be recognized This 
grand lodge was consecrated on November 23, 2002 by the National Grand Lodge of 
Burkino Faso. The rites practiced in their ceremonies are the same as those prescribed 
by the constituting grand lodge and they strictly comply with the regulations, ways, and 
customs of Masonry. The Grand Lodge of Niger appears to satisfy the requirement of 
recognition. This is a new grand lodge. The Committee on Information and Recognition 
has advised additional data needs to be received before grand lodges enter into 
fraternal relations. To our knowledge, no other grand lodge in the US has recognized 
the Grand Lodge of Niger at this time. The Committee on Recognition did not submit a 
report on this Grand Lodge at its meeting in February. It is again the position of this 
committee not to act on this recognition at this time until the Commission has received 
additional data and gives a favorable report. 


Grand Lodge of Armenia 


A request was received from the Grand Lodge of Armenia for recognition. This 
grand lodge was created on July 30, 2002 by the grand masters of the Grand Lodge of 
the District of Columbia, the Grande Loge of Nationale Francaise, the Grand Lodge of 
Russia, and the National Grand Lodge of Romania. This event was ten years in the 
planning with cooperation from the four lodges chartered by the grand lodges involved 
in the consecration. The Grand Lodge of Armenia is officially registered with and 
approved by the Republic of Armenia as a non-government organization with charitable 
and philanthropic mission and objectives. It is the opinion of the Commission on 
Information and Recognition that this grand lodge is regular and entitled to 
recognition. It is the recommendation of this committee to approve recognition of this 
grand lodge. 

Gran Logia del Estado de Guerrero 


We have received a request for recognition from the Gran Logia del Estado de 
Guerrero in Mexico. The Commission on Recognition embarked on an extensive study 
to understand the situation and relationships with the Mexican Grand Lodges. It is 
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estimated there are or were 130 grand lodges in Mexico. Of these, there appear to be 
only 30 state grand lodges and the York Grand Lodge that are considered to be 
practicing regular Masonry. These grand lodges are members of the Confederation of 
Regular Grand Lodges of the Mexican United States. The grand lodges that are 
members of this confederation all have adopted protocol for membership. All member 
grand lodges meet the standards adopted by the Conference of Grand Masters of North 
America. It is the recommendation of this committee to approve recognition of this 
grand lodge. 

In my international travels, I have experienced the “twinning” of lodges. 
“Twinning” is a special relationship between grand lodges acknowledged by a resolution 
signed by the respective grand masters. It my recommendation that the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina design a resolution for “twinning” with other grand jurisdictions in 
which the grand master may travel. Since this is a non-binding agreement, no 
amendments to The Code would be required.

Committee on By-Laws 
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Report of the Administrator 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc. 


The following report of John A. Rose, administrator of the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home, Inc., was presented, entered on the record, 
and referred to the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home. 

Brethren of the Grand Lodge: 


This, being the end of my first decade with the Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
[MESH], I would like to concentrate on the last decade through this writing in August 
of 2004. It seems appropriate to address the last decade so we can all see the big picture 
with respect to this Masonic charity. 


The MESH Vision for the Decade — “To Grow Our Way Out of a Deficit” 


In 1995, MESH was experiencing a nearly $645,000 annual operating deficit. 
Financing this deficit for a decade would result in MESH being in serious jeopardy at a 
time when our elder members would need the services of this retirement community as 
much, or more than ever, in our 92 year history. Charity alone was not picking up the 
deficit. MESH was, in effect, providing more charity than it could afford. MESH had to 
design a solution, whereby it could become more efficient, while increasing revenue 
from other sources. 


It would have been an easy thing to reduce the capacity of MESH or maintain a 
moratorium on additional charity to balance income with expenses. Rather than 
withhold or restrict charity, the Board of Directors boldly designed a vision to grow our 
way out of the deficit and actually expand the length of our charitable cabletow. 


Although we often talk of three distinct parts, this MESH vision has seven 
evolving segments. Six of these segments have come to pass, with the remaining one 
still being considered for implementation. 

Before discussing the vision, let me say that the care of residents at MESH always 
has been, was a decade ago, and is now, excellent. 

Vision Step 1: 
Professionalism and Staffing 

Vision Step one was a leap of faith and boldness. It called for increasing expenses 
with a firm belief that the remaining vision would work. It called for reviewing and 
changing long-standing business relationships. 


The wages for employees at MESH were not competitive and, on the whole, 
twenty-five percent under the most reasonable survey. The employee turnover rate was 
too high. Supervision of staff was not as effective as should have been required. The 
budget systems were shallow and not conducive to understanding how, and where, 
funds were being spent. There was little in the way of a business plan. Competitive 
bidding was not the rule. Potential revenue sources were not understood. The MESH 
policies and systems were not codified-there was little in the way of an institutional 
memory. There was one computer at MESH, and it went unused. 


Over the period of a decade, wages and salaries have become competitive. Every 
employee has a job description. Lines of authority are defined. The budget system 
allows MESH staff to assemble data into useful information upon which directors can 
base appropriate decisions. A management information system is in place to include 
financial packages, Internet communications, word processing, and database systems. 
Every major vendor is now required to bid competitively. Medicare and other means- 
tested and non-means-tested entitlement and third party benefits are used more 
effectively. 
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Vision Step 2: 
A New Care and Wellness Center - Completed 
For more than a decade prior to 1995, the Masons of North Carolina were 
struggling with how to raise $3 million for a new Care and Wellness Center. They raised 
some $800,000, which was invested by the NC Masonic Foundation, and grew to 
approximately $2.3 million. In that decade, however, the cost for a new Care and 
Wellness Center grew to $6.5 million. 


In effect, rather than reaching 75% of the cost of a new center, the funds collected 
amounted to 42% of the cost. In order to stop the declining value of our members’ 
generosity, the MESH Board of Directors agreed to commence construction of this sorely 
needed addition to our campus. The generosity of Masons resulted in an additional 
$600,000 in gifts between 1995 and 1997. 


MESH funded $3.5 million from its own small portfolio to satisfy the remaining 
balance. In those two years of construction and furnishing the new center, the economy 
was doing well. The very proficient members of the NC Masonic Foundation, and their 
investment strategy for the small MESH portfolio, returned a large part of the $3.5 
million borrowed. 


The Care and Wellness Center, being built to modern safety codes, allowed it to 
become certified for participation in the Medicare program. Using the residents’ 
Medicare entitlement benefits returned to MESH about $250,000 each year in new 
revenue. 


Lets do the math. The cost of the new center was $6.5 million, and this resulted in 
$250,000 additional revenue-a 26-year payback. 
Vision Step 3: 
Redefining “Need” and New Admission Policy 
The Directors of MESH realized that sometimes need goes beyond dollars. 
Although lack of financial resources and declining health are the great equalizers, 
sometimes applicants need the care, social environment, and assistance of this 
retirement community for other important reasons. 


Sometimes applicants have no family available to care for them. On occasion the 
family is unable or unwilling to provide this care. Often, applicants are alone and need 
emotional support and friends. Although applicants may have adequate financial 
means for the moment, they know that they are one catastrophic illness away from real 
distress. Applicants are often worried about what would happen should they predecease 
their spouse. They want the security of knowing that people that are known and trusted 
will care for their loved ones. 


This part of the vision was implemented by adoption of a policy; whereby, an 
applicant could pay an entrance fee and monthly maintenance based upon the services 
required. This service was designed to be efficient because economy-of-scale allowed 
taking advantage of the fixed costs already in place. 

Residents who require subsidy also enjoy improved services designed to attract 
applicants able to pay for services. In sum, because we have amortized the cost 
associated with care, we are able to subsidize more residents than before this portion of 
the vision was implemented. 

Vision Step 4: 
Improve Single-Family Accommodations — Completed 

Shortly after we occupied the new Care and Wellness Center, late in the year 2000, 
MESH broke ground on the first of, what we hoped would be, ten new two-bedroom and 
two-bathroom single family houses. MESH has just completed its 41st house. 

The program is efficient at this stage. Within the requirements of Vision Step 
three, when a new applicant is admitted, we do not have to hire as many additional 
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staff. The fixed costs are simply allocated over a wider base. A greater part of the 
monthly maintenance goes to the bottom line. We can thank the residents of the new 
MESH Independent Living Village for many of the improved services in this retirement 
community. 

This program has been very beneficial to MESH. A $900,000 investment has 
yielded a $6.0 million asset that, in just over four years, transfers completely to MESH 
without liability. A secondary wave of occupants will bring additional revenue in the 
future. 

Vision Step 5: 
Interim Service Plan [ISP] — A Win-Win Program 

The MESH Care and Wellness Center, in being approved for Medicare 
certification, is able to use any vacant accommodation for both fraternally eligible 
members and their kin or for members of the community who are not affiliated. In sum, 
the ISP allows, within a fixed vacancy, patients to receive temporary nursing services 
in our nursing facility. 

The ISP is a wonderful example of generating revenue from an unused resource. 
In addition to important revenue considerations, this program has done much to “un- 
circle the wagons” of MESH and bring a very favorable opinion among those who might 
have otherwise remained at perpetual distance. 

Vision Step 6: 
Streamline The Application Process — Completed 

Lodges have always been a part of the application process. Heretofore, a lodge 
investigating committee was supposed to either complete or help the applicant complete 
the application. Such committees were not usually familiar with MESH or the needs of 
an elder cohort. This sometimes resulted in applicants and lodge members having 
different expectations about MESH. MESH has funded a Fraternal Assistance 
Coordinator position [FAC] whose primary role is to help applicants and lodge 
committees with what would otherwise seem to be a complex process. The FAC travels 
to and visits applicants in their homes and also coordinates with the sponsoring lodge. 
This process has helped identify and resolve potential problems before they arise. It also 
responds to federal and local government mandates with respect to privacy. 


Many times, a lodge is the first to recognize that a need exists. Lodges remain an 
important part of the process through the passing of a resolution and with respect to 
the need and entitlement of applicants. 

Vision Step 7: 
Replacement of Old Inefficient Accommodations — Under Study 

There once was a Mason who said, “Just give them a lamp, a book, a room, a bed, 
a table, and three square meals a day, and they'll be just fine." Despite the opinion of 
this one sadly mistaken brother, the mission of our Home has not changed. The design 
of MESH has been, since its inception, to be a more satisfactory alternative than the 
lowly “county home." The days when a small room and a shared bathroom were 
acceptable are pretty much gone. Our elderly live longer, have accumulated more, have 
more assets, and have greater needs. Too small rooms with shared bathing facilities and 
too-small apartments need to be replaced with efficiency studios with private baths and 
one and two-bedroom apartments. 

The question now before the Board of Directors (August 2004) is, *Can this phase 
of the vision be as efficient and effective as the expanded Independent Living Village?" 
Put another way, “Can we improve the accommodations for, at least, the existing 
residents who require subsidy and fund this expansion by continued amortization of 
costs without additional burden upon the Craft?" 


To answer this question, MESH contracted for survey and analysis work by the 
auditing firm of KPMG. The answer seems to be a resounding, “Yes.” However, 
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additional steps are required to assure the Directors that such an effort will not result 
in wasted planning moneys. 

To that end, the Board of Directors may, with assistance of a qualified development 
firm, establish goals, schedule alignment and planning meetings, conduct site review 
and assessments, perform regulatory reviews, validate focus groups opinions, conduct 
financial analysis and proforma, design and recommend plan of finance, prepare 
modified conceptual schematic designs, define the complete plan of development, 
validate the interested and committed market, propose a project budget, and prepare a 
plan for raising seed capital. 

The members of the Grand Lodge will hear more as this process continues. 

The Depth of Service 


MESH is more than just a retirement community; it is, in large measure, a 
tangible part of our obligation. At year-end 2003, we were serving 276 residents. This 
can be compared with the average of 240 served in the prior year, a 15% increase. These 
people are more than numbers, but a measurable part of our commitment to aid and 
assist our distressed brethren and their wives, mothers, sisters, daughters, and widows.

Summary 

The Bible tells us that, “Where there is no vision the people perish.” In the last 
decade, the MESH Board of Directors has led MESH into a vision that has been largely 
implemented. It has been quite an adventure; a rough and rugged road beset with 
trials, hardships, joy, and accomplishments. 

MESH has become more professional. Our employee turnover rate is better than 
the industry average, and our wages, salaries, and benefits are competitive. 

We have constructed a state-of-the-art Care and Wellness Center that, over the 
course of 26 years, will pay for itself without additional burden on our members. 

In addition, we have implemented a program to use vacant beds in the Care and 
Wellness Center more efficiently. This also results in a more positive impression of the 
fraternity by the greater public. 

We better understand the needs and desires of our fraternal members and their 
eligible kin. 

We have invested $900,000 and added 41 independent living houses to our campus 
valued at $6 million without additional burden to our members. 

We have streamlined the admission process and are more compliant with laws 
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relating to privacy. 

We may yet have the longest and most difficult leg before us-the possible 
replacement or renovation of our older and nearly obsolete congregate living 
accommodations. 


Conclusion 


It has been a pleasure traveling and attending area meetings with the chairman 
of the MESH Board of Directors, our Grand Master Leonard Y. Safrit Jr. 


Grand masters, understandably, are not always trained in corporate leadership 
and governance. They all, however, rise to the challenge. 


Brother Leonard is an exception in that he arrived with the prerequisite 
qualifications. He is a leader who has high expectations, yet gives the management 
team the lead. He provides enough oversight to assure that the work is being done 
properly. He intervened when necessary, applauded when appropriate, and, through his 
effective leadership, made this year very productive. I wish to thank our fraternal 
members. If I could paint a picture, it would be of an old person’s face. Radiating 
through that face would be the bright and excited eyes of a child. Those who know and 
love this retirement community, dedicated to relief, are the rare people who understand 
that we are all children of God, just some older than others. 


Lastly, I would like to thank every resident at MESH. These are the bravest people 
in the world. Like the distance runner, we all slow down at the end of the race. Like the 
runner at the end of the race, our residents are still giving 100%-pursuing goals, having 
hope, looking for ways to contribute, and dreaming.

Report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc. 


The following report of the Board of Directors of the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home was received and entered on the record. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
Governance 


During this Masonic year, the Board of Directors convened their regular quarterly 
meetings in February, May, and August and are scheduled to meet in November 2004. 


The Board of Directors is comprised of twenty qualified members, of whom twelve 
are Masons and eight are members of the Order of the Eastern Star. The grand master 
serves as chairman. The deputy grand master and senior grand warden are members 
by virtue of their position. The other Masonic members are nominated, or in the event 
of a vacancy, appointed by the grand master and elected by the voting members of 
Grand Lodge at the Annual Communication. The junior grand warden serves as an 
observer, which helps him prepare for his ensuing term. 


The Board of Directors receives regular reports from the administrator that relate 
to the general operations of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home [MESH]. 


The many important responsibilities of the Board are directed through committees 
and, when necessary, ad hoc committees. Standing committees are instrumental in 
maintaining efficient and effective operations of your Masonic Home. These committees 
include Admissions, Personnel, Finance, Buildings and Grounds, Real Estate, Long- 
Range Planning, and Investment. 


At this time, there are three ad hoc committees working to the benefit of MESH. 
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The Construction Committee, chaired by Wayne Jackson, continues its important work 
of directing and overseeing the current Independent Living expansion project. The 
Steering Committee is charged to review, identify advantages and disadvantages, 
regarding a conceptual organizational model approved at a special called meeting in 
March of 2003. The Transition Committee, chaired by William L. Mills III, is charged 
to determine if MESH can discontinue the original “assigned asset admission system” 
in favor of something more acceptable to serving the elderly in this modern era. 


The Vision of MESH 


As discussed in more detail in our Administrator’s Report, MESH over the last 
decade has been carefully implementing a vision and business plan designed to grow 
our way out of an annual operating deficit. With respect for the operating deficit, and 
for want of a single annual gift of $25 per North Carolina Mason, we are not yet there. 
The amazing issue is that MESH must conceive of innovative ways to eliminate the 
operating deficit when a small gift would solve the problem. 

The Board understands that it is not so much a financial problem, as it is an 
educational and informational opportunity. To that end, MESH has enhanced its 
marketing and development program. Initially, MESH has contracted with a marketing 
firm to help design and distribute media materials, recommend campaign goals, and to 
establish a website that is not only informational, but also useful to members and their 
families facing issues relating to aging. 

We must be prepared to help those who will need our services in the future. A study 
of aging in our fraternity suggests the number of eligible beneficiaries will grow 
significantly over the next decade. The number of residents served at MESH has a 
direct correlation to the number of fraternal members over the age of 65. After more 
than nine years of planning, reviews, and analysis, MESH is at the point where a 
decision will soon be made whether to proceed with the replacement or renovation of 
our older congregate accommodations. 

Because the population of Masons in North Carolina is, at present, at least stable, 
we must implement a business plan that funds this expansion through continued 
amortization of costs without additional burden upon the Craft. 


Financial Overview 
Revenues in 2003 were 3.68% greater than the previous year. This increase is due, 
in part, to additional resident participation in their cost of care. 
Expenses increased by 6.9%. This increase is no surprise given a 7.9% increase in 
average census. The good news is that MESH is more efficient. The average cost per 
resident served at MESH has, for a second year, been reduced (1%). 


The MESH business plan is slowly gathering momentum. The model has several 
facets. One facet is that of amortizing the cost of care to include a “resident mix” 
concept. Resident mix includes residents whose needs go beyond financial support 
alone. The business model was hindered by war and an economic downturn. This is just 
a temporary setback. MESH has survived two world wars, the Great Depression, eras 
of disease, and social problems. With time, patience, perseverance, and the commitment 
of North Carolina Masons, we will get back on track.

Report of the Committee on the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home 


The following report of the Committee on the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home was received, entered on the record, and referred 
to the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On July 17, 2004 our Committee met with John Rose, administrator of the Masonic 
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and Eastern Star Home [MESH] in Greensboro. Brother John gave us a detailed 
financial overview of the Home for the last decade and updated us on the current 
financial situation of the Home. Then we were presented a vision adopted by the MESH 
Board of Directors that included future building plans designed to help improve the 
overall financial condition of MESH. 


The Masons of North Carolina should be very grateful to Brother John Rose, the 
employees of MESH, and the Board of Directors of MESH for working so diligently to 
turn the financial condition of MESH around over the last decade. MESH has reduced 
an annual deficit by cutting costs and finding additional available revenue streams 
without lowering the quality of care for the residents. Unfortunately, income from wills 
and legacies must be used to balance the budget at MESH instead of being put in a 
longterm endowment. 


Brother Rose emphasized the need to get the average annual gift per NC Mason to 
MESH up to twenty-five-dollar per year. This is less than the cost of a cup of coffee per 
week and seems like a very reasonable amount considering that our Masonic obligation 
includes taking care of the widow and the orphan. 


Our Committee highly recommends that every Mason in NC prayerfully consider 
a minimum twenty-five-dollar gift to help support the residents at MESH. At least one 
hundred-fifty of the current MESH residents’ care is subsidized by Masonic and Eastern 
Star charity. Rather than restrict charity, the MESH Board of Directors has adopted a 
vision and business plan that will better amortize the costs of care. The philanthropy of 
the Masons in this jurisdiction is required to make the business plan work. 


Our committee toured the complete grounds of the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home and found the community to be both extremely clean, safe, and in good working 
order. We found the Home to be well managed and operating extremely efficiently. We 
had lunch in the dining room, and the food was delicious and there were a large variety 
of different foods offered to the residents. 


The staff of MESH has been extremely innovative on both large and small things 
and careful to provide a wonderful, safe environment for all the residents of the Home. 


For instance in the Special Care area [dementia care] there are colorful murals 
painted on the walls and doors to blend away the feelings of being in a secure 
accommodation. The Special Care also has live parakeets in a glass cage and portable 
flower and vegetable gardens on wheels that could be moved inside or outside as 
needed. It also had colorful quilts hung that gave a sense of cheerfulness. Each resident 
receiving special care has a memory box just outside their door with pictures of their 
family and of themselves to help us remember that they are real people with real lives. 
The memory boxes also serve as a gentle reminder in what room they live. To say that 
our committee was touched emotionally and tearfully by what we saw was an 
understatement. 


We found the residents happy and their welfare of paramount importance to the 
staff. Many residents expressed how grateful they were for the care they are receiving. 


We also visited the new independent living houses and talked to several of the 
residents that have moved to their new home at MESH. These residents are also paying 
a monthly fee for living on the campus that pays for the services that they receive. 
When their time on earth is up, their house will revert back to MESH and MESH will 
receive another admission fee on the house. This cash flow cycle will continue as a 
revenue stream for MESH for years. Many of these residents drive around MESH in 
golf carts and certainly appear to be enjoying themselves. 


Please remember that these residents are paying for all of their services and in fact 
are helping to provide a better place for those residents who are subsidized by Eastern 
Star and Masonic charity. 


The staff at MESH has implemented many innovative ways to give better services 
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one of which they call “Aging in Place.” Some for profit retirement homes try to move 
residents to a higher level of care just as soon as they can because they can get a higher 
level of reimbursement from the family or from the government. The cost of caring for 
someone in skilled nursing is much higher than someone who is able to partially care 
for him or herself. 


The staff at MESH has implemented a program to help the resident’s age in place 
just as long as possible. For instance, the staff may have to help a resident with his or 
her self-administration of medication. This allows the person to stay out of the critical 
care areas as long as they can and saves MESH money while helping residents to 
maintain as much dignity as possible. It truly is a “win-win” for our charity and for our 
residents. 

The staff of MESH is also studying a plan to help people who are eligible to come 
to MESH but who might be better off living where they are. For instance presume we 
have a Masonic widow that lives in New Bern. If she is destitute and needs $400 a 
month for medicine, but otherwise was able to remain in her home in New Bern, it 
would be significantly less expensive to help this widow with $400 per month while she 
remains in New Bern close to family and friends. This concept is being called the 
“Masonic Jewels Program” and is just now being studied by the Board of Directors of 
MESH. 


We had one resident tell us how happy he was at MESH but that he sure missed 
his wood working shop. It may be worthwhile to determine if it would be possible to 
have a small woodworking shop available for residents that were able to use it safely. 


Overall we found that MESH is doing exactly what it is designed to do; providing 
great care for our older brothers and sisters. We highly commend the staff of MESH and 
the Board of Directors for a job well done.

Report of the Administrator of the 
Masonic Home for Children at Oxford 


The following report from the Masonic Home for Children at 
Oxford by Administrator Douglas M. McConnell was received, entered 
on the record, and referred to the Board of Directors of the Masonic 
Home for Children at Oxford. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The year 2003 was fraught with challenge and change. Working through a number 
of key personnel changes, investigations, program changes, and budget reductions, 
MHCO was a better home and workplace for our children and staff at the end of the 
year. 

Brother David Grissom resigned as administrator of the Home, after 14 years, 
effective January 6. Assistant Administrator/Business Manager Allen Hughes, was 
appointed to serve as interim administrator. He served in that capacity until Brother 
Douglas M. McConnell became administrator, effective November 1, 2003. Brother 
McConnell brings extensive experience in childcare to the Home and has already 
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affected positive changes. 


Early in the year, fifteen support staff employees were terminated as part of a 
reduction in force. By the end of the year, ten more full time personnel positions had 
been eliminated as a result of program changes and staff reorganization. Other 
reductions are anticipated as we make more program revisions in 2004. While support 
positions were being reduced, the Home increased the number of direct care staff. The 
goal is to have an adult couple in each home with the children at all times to serve as 
role models, as well as caregivers. 

The focus of childcare programs was shifted from an emphasis on treatment, as 
implemented after licensing, back to resident foster care. We streamlined the process of 
screening and reviewing referrals to permit faster admissions when needed. All 
referrals for admission are also being evaluated to ensure that MHCO is the proper 
placement for the child. Discharge procedures were modified to ensure the best 
interests of the child and other residents of the Home are considered. We reviewed the 
progress and performance of all residents and found alternative placements for several 
recent admissions that needed a higher level of care than the Home was able to provide. 
Parents and guardians are now expected to become more involved in the service plans 
of their children. The shift in program services enabled MHCO to eliminate five clinical 
social worker positions. The shift in program services enabled MHCO to eliminate five 
clinical social worker positions. The two remaining social workers were integrated into 
the direct care staff as counselors for the children and their families. 

A staff development-training program was implemented; using qualified staff 
wherever possible to reduce training costs. Training in a number of topics was made 
available to all the staff to help them in working with the children and to recognize 
potential problems. Emphasis has been on crisis prevention and de-escalation rather 
than confrontation. This has helped develop more consistency in dealing with the 
children and has helped improve retention of childcare workers. 


From mid-January through March, MHCO participated in an investigation of the 
abuse of a former resident of the Home by a former volunteer which was alleged to have 
happened more than eighteen months after her parents withdrew her from our care. 
MHCO was threatened with a lawsuit surrounding the case, but nothing materialized 
during the year after the grand jury did not find the Home negligent in the case. An 
EEOC complaint, which resulted from staff reorganization in July 2002, was ongoing 
during the same period. After arbitration, the case was settled and all allegations 
against MHCO were dropped. Both these cases and other unfounded allegations and 
complaints made by guardians of former residents and disgruntled supporters and 
alumni who disagreed with changes at the Home, had some negative impact on public 
relations and fund raising. 

Construction and furnishing of the seven new residences was completed in June. 
Following final inspection, forty-eight of our children moved into the new homes, 
leaving twenty-three in the older cottages. The older cottages were renovated, and the 
children living in them were given more individual space so that each child had his/her 
own bedroom. Renovations of the older homes where children are still living included 
expansion of the kitchen area. This has made it possible to prepare and serve meals in 
all the homes. The renovations have been approved by the NC Department of Facilities 
Services, and MHCO is now licensed to provide residential foster care for 80 children. 
This does not include the Independent Living residence. 


While the new homes were being constructed, existing campus facilities were being 
upgraded to reduce maintenance problems and to eliminate potential safety hazards. 
The old electrical distribution system was upgraded from 4KV to the standard 23KV 
system. The junction box adjacent to the dining hall was wired with extra capacity so 
we can hook up an emergency generator for the St. John’s Building, including the 
cafeteria, during major power outages. Other campus upgrades included installation of 
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an expanded phone system to accommodate the new homes and installation of a storm 
drain and erosion control system behind three of the new homes. The new fence and 
shrubbery behind the new homes were extended the length of the property line along 
Forest Avenue for uniformity and security. The Home is getting bids to upgrade the 
damaged roads and sidewalks on campus to eliminate potential safety hazards. 


The administrator and key staff are thoroughly evaluating all policies, procedures, 
and operations. Recommendations for policy changes and staff reorganization have 
been submitted for Board approval. Procedures will be rewritten to implement policies 
approved by the Board. The goal for 2004 is to get MHCO in position to be accredited 
at the earliest possible date. Accreditation is the right thing to do; it will raise the bar 
to the next level and will serve as proof that the Home meets the highest standards in 
child care. We have been evaluating alternative uses of the buildings vacated when the 
new homes were occupied. The buildings were state-of-the-art when they were 
constructed and are structurally safe and sound. However, changes in the needs of our 
children and implementation of improved childcare programs have made the cottages 
out of date as residential facilities. Finding viable options has been challenging because 
major expenditures will be required if the buildings are used for anything other than 
childcare residences. The administration is working closely with the Strategic Planning 
Committee of the Board of Directors to propose alternative uses for the older cottages. 


The children and staff of MHCO are indeed grateful to all our Masonic lodges, 
brother Masons, and other supporters of the Home. All our benefactors, Masonic and 
non-Masonic, are vital to our ability to continue to provide for the needs of the children. 
The administration will continue to be good stewards of the resources entrusted to us, 
and we welcome the opportunity to discuss our programs with the lodges. As we identify 
program needs, will seek additional sources of funds to minimize reliance on investment 
income and to enhance the continuity of the childcare programs. The MHCO 
experienced many personnel changes, childcare program changes, and structural 
changes during the past thirty months. Through it all, the Home has improved the care 
for our children. At the end of 2003, the residents in our care generally were more 
content, the caregivers and staff were more qualified, and direct care staff retention was 
more stable than in years past. With your help, we are continuing to build a better home 
for the children in need of loving care.

Masonic Home for Children at Oxford 


Report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic Home for Children at Oxford 


The following report of the Board of Directors of yhe Masonic 
Home for Children was received and entered on the record. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors of the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford met four times 
in general session and once for a special budget session in 2003. The year was one of 
reevaluation, reorganization, and re-alignment of programs for the Home. At the start 
of year, the Board received the resignation of Administrator David Grissom, a faithful 
and devoted employee of fourteen years, effective January 6. Brother Allen Hughes was 
appointed to serve as interim administrator until the selection of a new administrator 
later in the year. 


Board committees and administration reviewed operational costs and personnel 
increases incurred with the implementation of revised childcare programs as a result of 
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State licensure. It was evident that the Home could not sustain the rate of expenditures 
of the first year of licensure. Evaluation of personnel requirements and program needs 
resulted in approval of a budget for 2003 which reduced more than $700,000 from the 
previous budget. A major part of the reduction resulted in the elimination of fourteen 
personnel positions and consolidation of other positions and duties. Unfortunately, a 
few long-term and devoted employees had to be laid off. 


Priorities for the year were (1) develop a clearly defined model of care for the 
children, (2) improve the qualifications of direct care staff and the quality of care 
provided, and (3) improve communications with Masonic lodges and supporters across 
the state. The Board approved the development of a model of care and a staff training 
plan that recognizes the different needs of each child. More focus was to be placed on 
teaching the children responsibility and basic values and working with the families to 
encourage reunification, when appropriate. 

Construction and furnishing of the seven new single-story homes, which were 
started in November 2001, were completed in June 2003. The homes were occupied in 
July, leaving eleven girls and sixteen boys, plus the Independent Living residents, in 
the older cottages. The Board approved renovation and upgrading the older cottages to 
meet state license standards and to provide the ability to prepare and serve all the 
meals in the homes. The Board and administration continued to review the child care 
policies and programs to enhance more family-style conditions within the homes. 

The NC Department of Health and Human Services inspected the Home’s records, 
policies, procedures, and facilities and increased the licensed capacity to seventy-six 
children after the new homes were completed. It was noted by the inspector that the 
Home should have more diversity on the Board of Directors. Action was initiated to 
review the bylaws and recommend revisions to make the composition of the 
membership and the organization of the Board more representative of the needs of the 
Home to support the child care programs. 


The Strategic Planning Committee met several times to determine appropriate use 
of the older cottages vacated after the new homes were occupied. The committee and 
MHCO administration reviewed the mission of the Home and admission policies and 
criteria and evaluated recommendations from regional child support agencies. Desired 
outcome of the planning sessions were (1) to develop a plan to identify the MHCO niche 
in the child care community, (2) to provide the best care possible to the maximum 
number of children we can support within the limits of existing facilities and available 
resources, and (3) to identify potential sources of additional revenue to support the child 
care programs. 

The Board decided to curtail plans to build more new homes until the money has 
been raised for the construction and to limit the resident population to the available 
child care staff and housing capacity. Recommendations for use of the vacated older 
cottages were deferred until the new administrator could evaluate the child care 
program and needs of the Home. 


After an extensive nationwide search and evaluation process, the Board approved 
employment of Brother Douglas M. McConnell as the new administrator of the Masonic 
Home for Children, effective November 1, 2003. His broad range and years of experience 
in the childcare community will enable the Home to build on recent improvements and 
to expand our services to more children and their families. He has begun a review of all 
policies, procedures, and operations and has proposed a number of recommendations to 
enhance operations and the child care programs. 

The financial position of the Home improved in 2003 primarily as a result of a 
significant unrealized gain on investments and reduction of operations costs. 
Unfortunately, overall contributions to the Home were down, so we had to continue to 
rely on investment income to meet operating costs. Statement of financial activities is 
attached. 
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The Board members extend heartfelt appreciation to Grand Master Charles A. 
Lewis Jr., for his leadership and guidance. We also wish to thank Lewis Ledford, Dewey 
Preslar, and Earl Wells, who completed three years of dedicated service on the Board of 
Directors. The contributions of these brethren and the continuing members on the 
Board have been invaluable in moving the Home to a higher level of child care for our 
residents, our fraternity, and the State.

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Report of Committee on 
Masonic Home for Children at Oxford, Inc. 


The following report of the Committee on the Masonic Home for 
Children was received and entered on the record. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Findings: The Home is currently serving eighty-two children as of this writing, and 
they are in receipt of several applications for service. The overwhelming majority of 
these children were from referrals made by community resources with the lodges 
making very few. Children represent counties from across the state. Only five of the 
children were referred by departments of social services, and they are indistinguishable 
from all others. 


The Home has reinstituted a comprehensive work program, and all school-aged 
children have jobs in which they go to work three or four days a week. Throughout the 
summer months the older children worked three days per week, went to a lodge- 
sponsored event such as a ball game, an amusement park, a museum, or to the lake for 
one day of the week and had the option of working on Fridays or taking it off. Younger 
children were involved in a Summer Enrichment Program where they honed their skills 
in reading and math and took field trips to the local library and other local community 
attractions. 


Children continue to attend the York Rite Chapel on campus and are involved as 
acolytes, ushers and in the youth choir. Bible study is held on Wednesday evenings, and 
all children attend services accompanied by their caregivers. The hand-bell choir has 
begun practicing again, and the children are beginning to work on a puppet ministry 
that has recently been given to the Home as a gift. Some of the children continue to get 
music lessons from child care staff. 


The Home is still in the process of reducing the labor force in an overall effort to 
keep expenses under control. Over the past year more than fifteen positions have been 
eliminated either through natural attrition (retirement or relocation) or employees 
have been laid-off. The administrator expects that several more positions will be 
eliminated soon. Their efforts have been aimed at providing higher quality care for 
children at a lower rate of expense. Most of the positions that have been reduced have 
been in the support field and not in the direct care aspects of the program. 


The new administrator, Brother Doug McConnell, has been with the Home now for 
nearly a full year and has made many changes. Policies and procedures have been 
rewritten as have job descriptions and other directives. A child friendly model of care 
has been implemented, and efforts have been instituted to make the program and the 
new cottages more family like. Staff are currently receiving extensive training in their 
field and are working on certification in their professions. Efforts are also underway for 
the Home to receive national accreditation through the Council on Accreditation of 
Services to Children and Families (COA). Receipt of this accreditation will set the Home 
apart as one of the best in the nation and will allow the Home again to assume its 
rightful place as one of the best places in the state to place children who cannot live in 
their own homes. Staff morale is high, and children appeared to be happy and doing 
well in the program. 

There have been many improvements made to the facilities on campus over the 
past year as well as the elimination of several older barns and farm outbuildings. The 
silo that was built in the 1930s has been removed and the debris carried away. Several 
other farm buildings are slated to be demolished in the near future. 

Considerable work is being done on the buildings built in the 1950s and 1960s to 
recondition them and keep them in useable condition. The grounds are being well 
maintained, and the overall appearance of the property is well manicured and quite 
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beautiful. The Home continues to need the financial support of the brothers and the 
lodges. The Home still only receives 49% of the income necessary to sustain it on an 
annual basis. That means that a full 51% of our funding must come from gifts given 
years ago by brothers long since passed. At the rate of decline in our ranks, and 
considering the tremendous cuts made in personnel at the Home, this still means that 
there is a need of almost fifty dollars per Mason in our state per year to meet the 
budget. This does not include the balance of over two million dollars that is needed to 
pay for the construction of the new cottages that were completed last year. Another need 
is for the lodges and our brothers to make applications for children in need. There are 
many children in our communities across the state who desperately need the services, 
the love and the care that they could get from the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford. 
As Masons, we are obligated to seek these children and families out and to refer them 
to our Home for their help. 


The Print Shop continues to struggle and is in need of work from the Craft. They 
have made significant progress in reducing overhead and in scheduling out their 
workload, but still need the continued support in generating business from the lodges 
and from individuals in our fraternity. 


There are many good things going on at our Home in Oxford. Children are busy, 

and staff are doing an excellent job at parenting them. The administration is doing a 
good job at reducing expenses and bringing in funding. Indicators such as school grades, 
participation in recreational activities, job performance in the Work Program, church 
attendance, and overall morale of the staff and children, all point to a healthy and well- 
balanced climate where children come first and where there is an abundance of love and 
nurturing. In summary, the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford is still a great place 
to be a kid.

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Report of The Code Commission 


The following report of The Code Commission was received and 
entered on the record. 


The Code Commission convened for consideration of the business before it at 10:00 
A.M. on Friday, March 5, 2004 at the Grand Lodge offices in Raleigh. Members of the 
Commission present were Chairman William L. Mills III, Gerald W. Ringler, and Louis 
O. Dean Jr. Also present were Jay Callaham and Dan Weatherington. 


The chairman called on Brother Weatherington to open the meeting with prayer. 


The chairman distributed to the members of the Commission and the visitors 
present, copies of the proposed amendments as delivered to him by the grand secretary, 
copies of the proposed amendments as he prepared them for consideration by the 
committee, and copies of his e-mail exchanges with Brother Callaham concerning the 
several amendments proposed by P. P. Turner Lodge. The Commission then turned to 
consideration of the several proposals by the amendment groups prepared by the 
chairman. 


On motion of Brother Ringler, seconded by Brother Dean, the Commission 
submitted Amendment Group 1 to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for 
consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 Annual Communication. 


Amendment Group 2 was submitted to the grand secretary by the chairman at the 
2003 Annual Communication on be half of the Commission. On motion of Brother 
Ringler, seconded by Brother Dean, the Commission ratified the chairman’s submission 
and submitted Amendment Group 2 to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for 
consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 Annual Communication. 


Amendment Group 3 was submitted to the grand secretary by the chairman at the 
2003 Annual Communication on be half of the Commission. The Commission found no 
further amendments necessary under this heading and withdrew the proposal. 


On motion of Brother Ringler, seconded by Brother Dean, the Commission 
submitted Amendment Group 4 A to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for 
consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 Annual Communication as Amendment 
Group 3 A. On motion of Brother Dean, seconded by Brother Ringler, the Commission 
submitted Amendment Group 4 B to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for 
consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 Annual Communication as Amendment 
Group 3 B. 

Discussion ensued concerning Amendment Group 5. The chairman explained the 
changes he had made to the proposal as submitted to the grand secretary with reference 
to his communications with Brother Callaham and the Judge Advocate Jimmie Hicks. 
The chairman then invited Brother Callaham to address the Commission. In the 
discussion that followed Brother Dean expressed reservations concerning the conflict 
inherent in proposed Regulation 17-10.3. Following discussion, on motion of Brother 
Ringler, seconded by Brother Dean, the Commission found the concept of indigent 
defense proposed in Amendment Group 5 inconsistent with the plan of Masonry and 
ruled Amendment Group 5 out of order. 


Following this action by the Commission Brother Callaham assured the 
Commission that if the proposal were allowed to proceed to the floor of the Grand Lodge 
and was there defeated, it would not again be submitted by P. P. Turner Lodge. The 
chairman addressed Brother Callaham and reminded him that the Craft is not 
governed as a democracy, and the Grand Lodge does not function as do other legislative 
bodies. The chairman further reminded Brother Callaham that the Commission acts on 
behalf of and wields a portion of the power of the Grand Master and, accordingly, is 
ultimately answerable to his control. The chairman assured Brother Callaham that he 
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would submit this decision by the Commission to the grand master for his personal 
consideration prior the meeting of the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence on Friday, 
March 12, to give the grand master the opportunity to overrule the Commission and 
include the proposal on the agenda of the Grand Lodge at its Annual Communication. 


Discussion followed concerning Amendment Group 6. The chairman again 
explained the changes he had made to the proposal as submitted to the grand secretary 
with reference to his communications with Brother Callaham and the Judge Advocate 
Jimmie Hicks. The chairman emphatically recommended that the Commission forward 
Amendment Group 6 to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence and again invited 
Brother Callaham to address the Commission. Following discussion, on motion of 
Brother Ringler, seconded by Brother Dean, the Commission submitted Amendment 
Group 6 to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for consideration by the Grand 
Lodge at the 2004 Annual Communication as Amendment Group 4. 


On motion of Brother Ringler, seconded by Brother Dean, the Commission 
submitted Amendment Group 7 A to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for 
consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 Annual Communication as Amendment 
Group 5A. 

On motion of Brother Ringler, seconded by Brother Dean, the Commission 
submitted Amendment Group 7 B to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for 
consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 Annual Communication as Amendment 
Group 5 B. 


In the grand secretary’s submission to the chairman Amendment Group 7B 
appeared as Amendment Group 8. The chairman failed to renumber subsequent 
amendment groups when he prepared the amendment groups for consideration by the 
Commission. As a consequence, there is no Amendment Group 8 in Exhibit “B.” 


Amendment Group 9 was submitted by the grand secretary at the 2003 Annual 
Communication. The grand secretary advised the chairman prior to the meeting that he 
had subsequently found that the proposal was unnecessary and that it should be 
withdrawn. On motion of Brother Dean, seconded by Brother Ringler, the Commission 
submitted Amendment Group 10 to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for 
consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 Annual Communication as Amendment 
Group 6. 

The chairman invited the grand secretary to join the meeting, and discussion 
followed concerning Amendment Group 11. The chairman again explained the changes 
he had made to the proposal as submitted to the grand secretary with reference to his 
communications with Brother Callaham. The chairman made particular note of the fact 
that Brother Callaham had indicated the willingness of P. P. Turner Lodge not to pursue 
the issue of a Nominating Committee and floor nominations. The chairman then invited 
Brother Callaham to address the Commission. Brother Callaham affirmed that, at its 
stated communication the night before, P. P. Turner Lodge had voted not to pursue the 
issue of a Nominating Committee and floor nominations. In the ensuing discussion, the 
Commission amended the proposal to eliminate the provisions limiting the number of 
times a brother may be elected to the office of grand secretary or grand treasurer and 
impose an age limit of seventy. Following discussion, on motion of Brother Dean, 
seconded by Brother Ringler, the Commission submitted Amendment Group 11 as 
amended to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for consideration by the Grand 
Lodge at the 2004 Annual Communication as Amendment Group 7. 


Following this action by the Commission, Brother Callaham again assured the 
Commission that, if the proposal were allowed to proceed to the floor of the Grand Lodge 
and was there defeated, it would not again be submitted by P. P. Turner Lodge. The 
chairman repeated his assurance to Brother Callaham that he would submit this 
decision by the Commission to the grand master for his personal consideration prior the 
meeting of the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence on Friday, March 12, to give the 
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grand master the opportunity to overrule the Commission and include the proposal on 
the agenda of the Grand Lodge at its Annual Communication. Brother Callaham then 
respectfully requested that if the proposal proceeded as amended by the Commission 
that it be published to the Craft as a proposal of the Commission and not P. P. Turner 
Lodge. Exhibit “C” to these minutes reflects the Commission’s intent to honor this 
request. 

The Commission then directed its attention to Amendment Group 12. The 
chairman asked the Commission to break Amendment Group 12 three sub groups. 

On motion of Brother Dean, seconded by Brother Ringler, the Commission 
submitted the portion of Amendment Group 12 that addresses Reg 82-5 to the 
Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 
Annual Communication as Amendment Group 8 A. 

On motion of Brother Ringler, seconded by Brother Dean, the Commission 
submitted the portion of Amendment Group 12 that addresses Reg 82-8 to the 
Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 
Annual Communication as Amendment Group 8 B. 

On motion of Brother Ringler, seconded by Brother Dean, the Commission 
submitted the portion of Amendment Group 12 that addresses Reg 82-9 to the 
Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for consideration by the Grand Lodge at the 2004 
Annual Communication as Amendment Group 8 C. 

The grand secretary was then asked to address the Commission concerning 
printing The Code. The Grand Secretary suggested that Chapters 1 through 89 of The 
Code be printed as a perfect bound volume. On motion of Brother Dean, seconded by 
Brother Ringler, the Commission directed the grand secretary to proceed to print 
Chapters 1 through 89, Volume 1 of The Code, in a perfect bound, soft cover format. The 
Commission expressed to the grand secretary its intent that following the 2004 Annual 
Communication Chapters 90 through 102 of The Code should be printed in the same 
format as Volume 2 of The Code. Members of the Commission were asked to consider 
what historic documents of significance to Masonic Jurisprudence should be included in 
a third volume of The Code. There being no further business to come before the 
Commission the meeting was adjourned.

Reports were presented on the various Masonic Service Association programs 
including disaster relief, education, and publications, Masonic Information Center, and 
the Hospital Visitation Program. Executive Secretary Richard E. Fletcher, PGM, gave 
his report for the year 2003. 


It is interesting to note that in 1918, Masonic leaders from across the nation met 
to form the Masonic Service Association for the express purpose of helping America's 
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veterans with contributions of both time and money. The MSA Hospital Visitation 
Program continues to be an exemplary expression of Freemasonry’s commitment of 
service to mankind and is under the direction of Jules Tepper, past grand master of the 
District of Columbia. Masons across the nation can be justly proud that its volunteers 
at the Veterans Administration Medical Centers and military hospitals contributed 
more than 250,000 hours of service to hospitalized veterans in 2003. 


Appeals for disaster relief were made by the Masonic Service Association during 
2003 for the grand lodges of Kansas, Missouri, and Tennessee because of tornado 
damage and for the grand lodges of North Carolina and Virginia for help in recovery 
from Hurricane Isabel. Also in 2003, an appeal was made on behalf of the Grand Lodge 
of California to help in recovery from wildfires. 


The MSA continues to provide a valuable service to Masonry through the 
publication of a wide range of Masonic literature including the Short Talk Bulletin. The 
Masonic Information Center is an arm of the MSA and through its newsletter, Focus, 
keeps Masons informed on a variety of Masonic subjects including its latest offerings of 
pamphlets, audio cassettes, and CDs. It was the consensus of the grand masters 
attending the conference that the Masonic Information Center begin creating a public 
awareness program for distribution to the grand lodges. 


It is recommended that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina continue its 
membership in the Masonic Service Association and its participation in the MSA 
Hospital Visitation Program at the VA Medical Centers in North Carolina.

The Report of The Board of Publication of 
The North Carolina Mason 


The following report of the Board of Publication of The North 
Carolina Mason was received and entered on the record. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your North Carolina Mason is, and continues to be, one of the outstanding Masonic 
papers in the country, reaching over 53,000 Masons in North Carolina and many 
Masons in other jurisdictions. It has always been the goal of our editor, Ric Carter, and 
the Board of Publications, to present the views of our members in an unbiased manner, 
whether they be the popular or minority viewpoint. We are grateful to contributing 
members for their enthusiasm, interest, and cooperation in the submission of pictures 
and articles on Lodge activities for printing which helps make our paper the high 
quality publication that you, as members, deserve. However, this section of the paper, 
ever so interesting to the Craft, can improve if a little extra time is taken to insure that 
the camera is in proper focus. Brethren, keep up the good work, your picture quality 
seems to be improving. 


Have you noticed that your North Carolina Mason does not have an address label 
and is now bar coded; that the name and address are printed directly on the paper; and 
that there are tabs to hold the paper together? Bar coding the paper has proved to be 
very beneficial to us from a cost stand point to improved delivery. The Post Office has 
to do minimum handling; the size of The North Carolina Mason is the maximum size of 
a First Class Letter; it is addressed like a letter; and it can thereby be sorted with First 
Class mail for delivery. This makes for a more timely delivery to the Brethren. 


It is a continuing concern of your Board of Publications to exercise good 
stewardship in keeping costs down without sacrificing information flow or quality. The 
content of The North Carolina Mason has improved again this year, and each Brother 
is receiving his paper in a timely fashion and at the lowest Postal rate. The Postage 
budget for 2005 has not been decreased. There should be more potential savings to be 
realized from bar coding; however, owing to personnel changes and learning curves 
associated with the software packages and Postal regulations, this has not come into 
being. It appears that some of these are beginning to come into reality. The budget will 
not reflect potential savings until they become real. However the exact amount will 
remain unknown until changed operating procedures and the resulting postal bills can 
be analyzed. 


We wish to thank our Grand Lodge officers for their help and support. The School 
of Graphic Arts and Printing Department of the Masonic Home for Children in Oxford 
deserves special recognition for their outstanding service. 

Do you need to read an article in The North Carolina Mason, but your copy has 
been misplaced? The web site http//www. grandlodge-nc.org will have a copy on file that 
you can access through the Internet. The Board of Publication budget supports the web

Report of the Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Education 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic Education was 
received and entered on the record. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Education completes an excellent year in 
service to the craft of North Carolina. In the first quarter of the year the committee 
introduced a new item in the very popular Lodge Night Program which is published 
quarterly and provides the lodges with a Masonic Education program for each meeting 
night. Regrettably, many lodges fail to use the program, opting to either develop their 
own programs or provide none at all. Yet, those who regularly use the programs report 
a positive reaction from their members and increased interest in the meetings. 
Hopefully, this will eventually translate into increased attendance. 

The new program, From Whence We Came, provides an interpretation of the 
documented history of Masonry in novel form, originating in the time of the Regis 
Manuscript about 1390 CE. 

At the behest of the grand master, this year we have returned to presentation of 
the Summer Masonic Education Seminars. Meetings at twenty-two lodges throughout 
North Carolina presented and reviewed proposed changes to The Code to be acted upon 
at the Annual Communication. Attendance at these seminars, while not especially 
notable, has been outstanding for the voting delegates drawing the majority of those 
who will cast votes. 

A survey of the craft was commissioned to UNC Wilmington to discover exactly 
who are the Masons in North Carolina, what they consider relevant, and how best to 
serve them. At this writing the results are still incomplete, but show promise to give 
those who serve the craft a better knowledge of how to do their task. Other items have 
been introduced and will be forthcoming.

Report of the Grand Lodge 
Special Committee on Youth Organizations 


The following report of the Special Committee on Youth 
Organizations was received and entered on the record. The portions 
pertaining to finance were referred to the Committee on Finance. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


As I reflect upon last year’s activities of our youth organizations, I must report that 
we have had mixed results. We have some good news to report in some areas, however 
other opportunities for improvement have been less than expected. 


I am pleased to report that the scholarship subcommittee was able to award four 
scholarships from the Grand Lodge Foundation in the amount of $1,000 each. We have 
helped one Rainbow, one Job’s Daughter, and two DeMolays extend their education this 
year as a result of this program, which is now in its fourth year. I encourage our 
members to continue their support for the Foundation, as it not only provides for the 
two homes, but also to a lesser extent these scholarships benefiting our youth 
organizations. 


Job’s Daughters continues to hold on to its one Bethel in Raleigh. Despite being an 
island unto themselves, they are still an important part of the Masonic youth family. 
They are very active in statewide events and have sent representatives to their 
international meeting. They have been successful in raising monies for their charity, the 
HIKE Fund, which stands for Hearing Impaired Kids Endowment, and recently were 
able to award a check to a deserving family. Like all of our youth, they are looking for 
sponsors in other parts of the state willing to support a Bethel. 


Rainbows have been a bit more active this year, instituting a new assembly in 
Elizabeth City. This largely came about as a result of one girl who was a Rainbow 
transplant from another state that put in the effort — recruiting not only a sponsoring 
body but many of the girls. She is to be commended for her efforts. This year’s Grand 
Assembly in Raleigh saw the awarding of several thousand dollars worth of 
scholarships to deserving young ladies, but also touting success for their service 
projects, including support for juvenile diabetes and animal shelters. In terms of 
growth, in addition to the new assembly in Elizabeth City, I have learned that they have 
garnered interest in several other communities in North Carolina and will be exploring 
those opportunities over the next year. 

DeMolay held most of its regular events, but changed them a bit in an effort to 
increase participation. For example, some of the major statewide events included a 
Youth Day in conjunction with the Rainbows and Jobs Daughters held at Lake Wylie in

October; Conclave held in Raleigh in January; a luau and initiation class held in the 
spring; and an Awards Day held in Swansboro in July in connection with a visit to the 
Jones Masonic Campus. The DeMolays also had representatives from North Carolina 
attend conferences in Pensacola, Williamsburg, and Denver. Of course, some smaller 
chapter events were also held, many of which were just as enjoyable as the big events. 


Overall, however, DeMolay is struggling. There are now four active chapters in 
North Carolina — Jacksonville, Raleigh, Greensboro, and Charlotte, and of these, only 
one, Jacksonville, is meeting on a regular basis. We have spent the last twelve months 
trying to turn this trend around. We have set the table for the chapters to be successful, 
by scheduling low-cost and fun events that will encourage the boys to bring their 
friends. We have provided incentives for growth, but yet it has eluded us. In the spring 
we embarked on a campaign of letters and promotional materials being sent to every 
lodge master and secretary in the hope of finding new sponsoring bodies for DeMolay 
Chapters. The results were less than impressive. Of over seven hundred letters sent, 
only one was returned requesting further information, another six returned requesting 
that we keep them informed of developments. One bright note, however, the letters did 
plant a seed in one community, Roxboro, and as of the time of this writing, it looks quite 
possible that we will have one new chapter very soon. Other than that, our request to 
the lodges was largely ignored. On occasion we have had inquiries from parents and 
young people from various areas of the state requesting information; some we can act 
upon, others we cannot. We have fielded a fair amount of inquiries from the western 
part of the state, however with no DeMolay presence there, it is difficult to recruit and 
assist these young people. In a nutshell, we need new chapters to bring excitement back 
to the state, we need new adult workers to replace our advisors who have worked long 
and hard and need a break, and most importantly, we need youths to fill our ranks and 
develop into the Masonic leaders of tomorrow. 


DeMolay International has taken note of our dilemma, and has seen fit to assign 
a staff member from Kansas City to assist us in our efforts. He will be looking at several 
areas of the state, including Monroe, Fayetteville, Salisbury, Winston-Salem, 
Wilmington, and perhaps Shelby as well as our existing sites for possible DeMolay 
expansion. This assistance is being provided at no cost to us and we hope will culminate 
in renewed interest in the youth fraternity. Much of this work will be over by the time 
of Grand Lodge and culminates in a special event that is to be held at this Grand Lodge 
session. On Friday night, we hope to be able to present the induction ceremonies for the 
delegates of the Grand Lodge session, with some assistance from neighboring 
jurisdictions. At this degree we hope to have recruited members from across the state 
and new chapters such that my report next year will be a bit more encouraging. 


Over the last twelve months, I have seen at least half a dozen of our senior 
DeMolays take on the obligations of a Master Mason. I’m certain there are dozens of 
others that I am not aware of that have done the same thing, if not in North Carolina, 
then elsewhere in this great country. Our youth are standing tall in defense of our 
democracy and it has been reported that several active DeMolays have given their lives 
in defense of it, thankfully none from North Carolina. 


One sad but touching story is that two active DeMolays were killed in action last 
March in securing Baghdad Airport. Each were members of different units and from 
different parts of the country. It’s not known whether they knew each other or not, but 
both were true to their obligations as DeMolay in defending our freedoms and our way 
of life. They were killed one day apart, and their remains were returned to Arlington for 
burial. As fate would have it, they have been laid side by side in neighboring graves- 
brothers in arms, brothers in DeMolay for all of eternity. 

These are the types of young men we are trying to develop in DeMolay and why 
your continued support is so important. My staff and I have enjoyed working with these 
organizations over the years and we hope that our efforts have in some small measure 
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been of aid to the Fraternity. It is frustrating to see that the Craft, at times, spends 
more effort and energy trying to keep people out of our Lodges, rather than promoting 
endeavors that will encourage more activities, persuade men to come into our 
Fraternity, and perhaps grow our ranks, as DeMolay and our other youth organizations 
have proven they will. Until we are able to grasp that the future lies in the youth of our 
state, and we accept the challenge to work together in developing these leaders for 
tomorrow, then mine and other’s efforts have gone for naught. 


A past grand master put it best several years ago when he said (paraphrasing), “If 
you always do what you've always done, you'll only get what you've always had.” We 
need to do more by investing in our youth. Soon we'll get more.

Seven new Class A certified lecturers were added (this 
number includes three reinstatements and one upgrade from Class B.) Three new Class 
B Instructors were also added. The total number of certified brethren is now 348, which 
represents a net loss of 40 during the past year. 


The Board has continued to publicize the availability of coaching certificates for 
those brethren who have coached for a minimum of five years. Lodges may use 
whatever means they wish to select brethren to receive the certificates. Requests for 
certificates may be sent to the secretary of the Board of Custodians by either the lodge 
master or secretary. 


The booklet “Important Information Concerning the Certified Lecturers” has been 
posted on the Grand Lodge web page and is available to anyone with access to the 
Internet. 


A web page for district deputy grand masters and district deputy grand lecturers 
has also been created. The Board expresses its sincere appreciation to Grand Secretary 
Walt Clapp for making all this possible and to Al Hardy for his patience and expertise 
in the technical aspects of the project. 


The Board of Custodians wishes to express its sincere appreciation to Grand 
Master Leonard Y. Safrit Jr., for his enthusiastic support of the Board of Custodians and 
the certified lecturer program.

Report of the Commission on 
Subordinate Lodge Special Activities 


The following report of the Commission of Masonic Lodge Special 
Activities was received and entered on the record. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Special Activities Commission is pleased to report that fundraising activities 
in the subordinate lodges have been very active during this calendar year. The 
Commission has received requests from fifty-seven lodges for various types of 
fundraising activities this calendar year. All but one were approved. The one rejected 
was only due to time restraints. 


Many lodges continue to have questions on what they can and cannot do pertaining 
to fundraising. As a result of these questions, the committee has developed a set of 
guidelines for lodges to follow in considering a fundraising project. For the benefit of the 
lodges that do not have a copy of the guidelines, they are herein printed for your 
convenience: 

Special Activities Commission Guidelines 


e A lodge may have up to two fundraisers during each calendar year for the charities 
without prior approval. Each fundraisers should be different and not two of the same 
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kind. (such as, a barbecue pork in the spring and barbecue chicken in the fall). The 
Committee must approve a third fundraiser. If a lodge has too many food projects it 
may be considered an interference with local businesses by government officials. 


e A fundraiser should be completed in approximately sixty days from start to finish. 
You do not want to have an ongoing project, for instance, a lodge breakfast the first 
Saturday of each month for six months or a raffle where tickets would be sold for four 
or five months. 

e A lodge may have a fundraiser for a building fund project. If the lodge is in major 
need of a new roof, carpet, air conditioning or heating system, handicap ramp, etc., a 
fundraiser may be used to supplement the building fund project. The building fund 
project should be a one-time effort. 


e All tickets sold for a fundraising project should indicate where the proceeds will go 
and who will benefit from the project. 


e A fundraiser may NOT be used to supplement the lodge operating expense account. 
A dues increase should be considered if there is a short fall in operating expenses. 


e A fundraiser may be used for a community project such as placing books in the town 
library, scholarship fund, etc. 


e Ideas for a fundraising project include: food projects, golf tournaments, putt-putt golf 
tournaments where the families can be included, fishing tournaments, pancake 
breakfasts, charity motorcycle rides, etc. Use your imagination. 

e Raffles may be also be used. Guidelines for raffles are a little stricter. Ninety percent 
of all raffles receipts MUST go to the charity. Some raffles that have been used in the 
past include: TVs, a vacation plan package (like a trip to Kings Dominion, etc.), gift 
certificates, motorcycles, cars, campers, utility trailers, power washers, shopping 
sprees with a local business, black powder rifles or shotguns (A note on firearms - 
Permits are not required for black powder but ARE on all others. The winner will 
need to acquire a firearms permit before taking possession of the weapon.) 


e There is an application form that should be used for the approval of all fundraising 
projects and a financial report form to be used after it is completed. Both of these can 
be obtained from any committee member and should be mailed to the chairman of the 
Special Activities Commission. The current chairman is: J. Luigi Ammons, P.O. Box 
6043, Raleigh, NC 27628, 919-834-8873, jlammons@mindspring.com. 


All lodges should continue to use The Code of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
to assist them with fundraising projects. Regulation 43-12 covers fundraising activities. 
Some lodges are not obtaining permission from the Special Activities Commission prior 
to their project. It is hoped that this will improve in the following year with better 
communications between the subordinate lodges and the Special Activities 
Commission. The commission’s main purpose is to keep lodges in good standing with 
the tax structure in North Carolina. 

The Special Activities Commission would like to extend its sincerest appreciation 
to all lodges that have complied with the guidelines of the committee. The Commission 
also wishes to express its deepest appreciation to Leonard Y. Safrit, grand master, for 
his support during this calendar year and to Walt Clapp, grand secretary, for his 
valuable assistance to the committee. The committee will continue to strive in replying 
promptly to all lodges requesting permission for a fundraising project.

The Grand Lodge Commission on Fraternal Relations, through 
Chairman James G. Exum, presented the following resolution 
regarding the recognition of Prince Hall Masonry in North Carolina. 


WHEREAS, The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted 
Masons of North Carolina (hereinafter “The Grand Lodge”) desires to insure a 
continuing harmonious relationship between it and the Most Worshipful Prince Hall 
Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina and its Jurisdictions, Inc. 
(hereinafter “The Prince Hall Grand Lodge”); to provide for the successful coexistence 
of both Grand Lodges and to promote Masonry in general among all peoples; AND

Tribute to Grand Master Lewis 


“What you see is what you get!” was the oft heard battle cry of Grand Master 
Charles A. Lewis Jr. as he introduced himself many times this year. Those who have 
worked with him and come to know him during his year at the helm of North Carolina 
Freemasonry will argue that we got considerably more than we saw or had any right to 
expect. 
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No Grand Lodge officer ever has been seen in more corners of the state during his 
years of service. Lewis has for years been noted for his penchant to hit the road to take 
part in Masonic events from Manteo to Murphy. No meeting was too insignificant or 
quick to escape his attention and attendance. Few trips were so far as to keep him away 
from home. 

That does not necessarily mean that he went without his sleep. As anyone who has 
shared driving duties with him can testify, passenger Charlie Lewis can easily slip into 
peaceful slumber without so much as a nod of the head, only to pop back into 
conversation minutes later. 

Drive was also a hallmark of his governance. His insistence that satisfaction with 
good enough not stand in the way of excellence he applied to himself in greater measure 
than on any other Mason. 

Lewis is a man ready to adopt new methods and procedures. When unexpected 
heart valve replacement limited his ability to travel, Grand Master Lewis had his 
courageous message put on DVD and carried to the districts during his confinement and 
recovery. When hard decisions arose, he made the decision, never leaving it to flounder 
until the next man took office. 

Always ready to educate the Craft, Lewis utilizes the time proven techniques of a 
retired college professor. He quotes freely the great philosophers - from Plato to Sister 
Sledge - making his points about the Craft and its improvement - always pushing to 
make a better fraternity. 

We came to know Charles A. Lewis Jr. as a jovial fighter - a Mason always ready 
to enjoy laughs and conversation over a well set table - a Mason ready to fight if his 
responsibilities to the Craft asked it - a Mason who set drive for excellence above good 
enough. 

Stature is important in a man. As the proudly five feet four inches Charles Lewis 
has proven to us, that stature comes from the size of a man’s character, not the size of 
his frame. We shall alway remember, “Don’t mess with the short man.”

Eulogy for Departed Brothers 


From the rank and file, the insurmountable bulwark of Masonry, many during the 
year have passed over the dark river into the great beyond. For them also we drop the 
sympathetic tear and let fall the sprig of acacia on their last resting places. 


As a memorial to all our beloved dead 1 read the beautiful monograph “Those Gone 
Before” written by that gifted word smith, Brother Joseph Fort Newton: 


“Into the stillness of this hour borne upon the wings of music and memory come 
thoughts of those good men and true who walked the broad majestic days with us, and 
vanished. To them, each and all, the young and the old, to those distinguished and those 
aspiring in obscurity the fraternal sentiment of this order makes recognition and 
speaks its tribute. 


“Words of faith and hope have been spoken by those whose ministry it is to comfort 
the sorrowing and to interpret the ways of God to man. They have gone to meet their 
destiny. But, we pause here today to remember them, as they would pause to remember 
us were they standing here and we sleeping out there ‘under the wide and starry sky.’ 
We seek to honor them, but it is they who honor us. 


“To have such men among us was a joy, and to remember them is a privilege. In 
their combined histories they were a power in their lodges, their communities and the 
state; they filled many places; many were the lines of their activity: countless influences 
went out from their individual being. They added intellect and character to the 
communities in which they lived, and their going left the world poorer. We would fain 
believe of men who lived so nobly, and go like a blessing to their fellows, that they are 
among the happy dead. 

“All sane minds, all high hearts, love life. We are not foolishly attached to this old 
earth; we are divinely bound. Many are the sweet entanglements; many are the ties 
that hold us here, ties of love, of friendship, of memory, of hope. Men do not willingly 
die; they are taken. A hand is put forth from the Unseen and leads them away from the 
lovely scenes of the earthly life, with its color, its music and its charm out into the vast 
Eternity. They follow a strange path of the soul, worn by the footsteps of a pilgrim 
multitude. 


“Death stops us. Men are engaged in their labor or about their play; they are in the 
city or in the field; they are at home far way and they are suddenly stopped. The shadow 
of God passes over them and they are gone. It was so with these men who were wont to 
gather here in other days. They had their plans and dreams; the tasks of life beckoned 
them; its warm loves held them; the birds were singing in their hearts. Whether in 
great or humble place, they had their prospects and pursuits, their ambitions and their 
hopes. All these are now come to an end. Their deeds are gathered in - a reckoning has 
been made. 

“What may be their resting place in the land whither they have gone we know not 
neither can we imagine. Though they seemed to have melted into thin air, that is only 
seeming. They have not ceased to be, else life were a chaos of values and love and reason 
are set at naught. All those who were once hero are still here; their words are here: their 
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acts are here; and though these be forgotten, the spirit of their lives abides as a part of 
the great body of influence and law making for goodness and purity upon Earth. 
Because they lived so nobly it is easier for all men to see the truth and to do the right. 
If for no other reason it is worthwhile to live well so that those who follow us may live 
better. 

“The day is closing. To those who have fallen asleep we cry ‘Hail and farewell,’ and 
for each invoke the mercy of God! Peace be to them; they were our friends and we loved 
them! Gracious God, rest them - these men who walked with us here, to whom there 
was no place like home, and no music like the sweet voices of the fireside! Eternal life 
give unto them, 0 Lord, and if it be Thy will, lead them through the gates into the city 
splendid — 

“With light beyond the sun, 
Aland where dreams arc ended, 
And days and works are done.” 


Eulogy for PGM Sam A. Hennis Jr. 


Past Grand Master Gerry T. Smith delivered the following eulogy for Past Grand 
Master Sam A. Hennis Jr. 


Brother Sam A. Hennis Jr. was born June 27, 1917 in Mt. Airy, the Granite City of 
North Carolina. He was educated in the public schools of Mt. Airy and graduated from 
Mt. Airy High School in 1934. On November 22, 1939 he married the daughter of 
Brother Herbert Foy, Past Grand Master of North Carolina, Miss Myrtle Hines Foy, 
whom we affectionately call “Sis.” Sam and Sis enjoyed more than 64 years of wonderful 
love and joy. Those names “Sam and Sis” just melt in your mouth like bread and butter. 
From this union came a son, Sam III, and two daughters, Suzanne and Pamela. He was 
also a grandfather with six grandchildren and four great-grandchildren. 

I can testify to you today that the title grandfather is as great as any a man can 
receive. I have often thought of Brother Sam as a secondary grandfather to me because 
he reminded me so much of my own grandfather, Hamlin Davis. My grandfather, Davis 
(or “Poppa” we called him) was a quiet man, never boastful, always interested in what 
everyone else had to say. Some of you have heard me tell the story of how “Poppa” would 
go to the country store at night with the other men in the community and listen to them 
solve all the world’s problems. After a long time of this, the young storekeeper asked 
Poppa how he could sit there night after night, listen to all the others rant and rave, 
but seldom join the conversation. Poppa’s answer was simple. He was twice as smart as 
the others were because he knew what they knew by listening to them tell all they knew 
plus what he knew, so that made him twice as smart. I truly believe that Brother Sam 
was twice as smart as we are for that same reason. I had the great honor and pleasure 
of serving with him on various Masonic boards and committees, and I know of his great 
knowledge and wisdom. He didn’t speak often but when he did speak you knew it was 
worth hearing. His knowledge of the history of Masonry and this Grand Lodge, Oxford 
Orphanage, and Masonic Eastern Star Home will be sorely missed. 


One of my fondest memories as your grand master was meeting Brother Sam 
Hennis and Sis at their home for a visit and then going to Round Peak Lodge for a 
district meeting. I requested this lodge be on my schedule because of Brother Harlan 
Holder, a dear friend and brother also. As we rode to the lodge, Sam gave us the history 
of local Masonry as we neared the lodge. The view was breathtaking. The sun was 
behind the mountain. On the right was the Baptist Church where this lodge started. On 
the left was the lodge. It was a postcard setting too beautiful to ever forget. Mt. Airy can 
claim our beloved Andy Griffith as the most famous native son, but Brother Sam Hennis 
is the most beloved native son. 

His Masonic journey began August 9, 1940 when he was raised a Master Mason in 
Granite Lodge No. 322 in Mt, Airy. I am sure that Brother Sam would never have 
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thought then when he was presented an apron on his first degree that he would 
someday wear the purple of our fraternity. 


But, fame did come to him when he wore the purple of our fraternity from April 21, 
1965 to April 1966. He was the one hundred twelfth grand master of North Carolina. 
Four years before he took office, our Grand Lodge and other grand lodges entered into 
an agreement to provide much needed financial support to the restoration and 
modernization of the George Washington National Masonic Memorial. Unfortunately, 
we had fallen short of our pledge, but Hennis promised this project’s completion would 
be fulfilled, and it was successful under his hard work and guidance. 

He worked very hard in many of our Masonic organizations. It would take too long 
to list them all, but briefly, he served as grand commander of the York Rite in 1963- 
1964, he was an Eastern Star and 33rd degree honorary of the Scottish Rite. After his 
term as grand master ended, he continued the rest of his life serving this Fraternity 
with his work on various boards and committees as well as through financial support. 


Brother Sam had a very fulfilling life outside Masonry. He had the sweetest wife 
any man could ever ask God for and three beautiful children. He was a leader in the 
business world with the family business started by his father, Hennis Freight Lines. In 
1941, he started another business with his brother H. L. that was named Town Tire 
Service and in 1943 they became distributors for Gulf Oil Corporation. He would later 
be a partner in Workmans Savings and Loan Association in Mt. Airy. 


He served his country in 1945 and 1946 by serving in the US Army. He served his 
hometown and country in many organizations, most notable of which were chairman of 
the Salvation Army Advisory Board, president of Lions Club, Chamber of Commerce, 
YMCA, and the Mt. Airy school board for eight years. That’s one of the least appreciated 
jobs anyone can serve in. Our human limitations are quite incapable of grasping the 
significance of a life so overflowing with service to God and man. He was a great 
conciliator and had the gift of reconciling differences on behalf of harmony and unity. 
He had respect for all mankind as the children of our Heavenly Father and both his 
hand and heart were open to all. He understood clearly what John meant in his First 
Epistle. “How can one love God whom he hath not seen if he does not love his brethren 
whom-he-hath seen?” He was a lifelong member of the First Baptist Church of Mt. Airy. 
His service to God and his church was a priority in his life. He served in many capacities 
in the business of the church, most notable often years of service on the finance 
committee. The minister at his funeral spoke of his service to the church, his attendance 
on Sunday and Wednesday prayer service. His comment to the minister as he exited the 
services was always with a smile and the words, “It’s good to be here.” 


Brother Sam, it is indeed good that you were here for us. We have all gained 
immeasurably from knowing you, receiving that genuine love and appreciation that 
comes from membership in this Masonic fraternity. You will be missed but never, ever 
forgotten, for you were one of the greatest. Until the morning of the world’s resurrection 
we say, “Farewell, dear brother, farewell.”

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Final Report of Grand Master Leonard Y. Safrit, Jr. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free, and 
Accepted Masons in North Carolina. 


I submit this report as my attempt to relay to you, my brethren all, those relevant 
matters affecting the craft that only the grand master may be given the opportunity to 
see during the past year. These remarks are to be a summary. It will not to tell the 
entire statewide story because of the long length of the story and the shorter attention 
span of a rational Mason. I have sent the grand secretary a calendar of my Masonic 
activities for the entire year. 

Masonry in North Carolina has many opportunities for improvement, but without 
question, it is still the oldest and the very best fraternity. I had the great privilege and 
honor to see its finest. We are a fraternity, and, to me, that means friendship above all. 
It means sharing and connecting with fellow lodge members as you would normally 
connect with a male offspring of your parents. Yes, kind of like brothers. That means 
you will share the laughter and joy, the trials and tears, and while you will fuss with 
your brother, you will stand with him when an outsider tries to do the same. It also 
means forming friendships from our rosters of moral men. I found that, as a whole, we 
are men practicing Masonry’s moral teachings and dispensing brotherly love very 
generously. Crossing our state, making more than 188 visits representing you as grand 
master during this year, I was able to see these attributes practiced. That builds pride 
in one’s heart. 


For example, this report will tell you of brothers crossing the state in the night to 
honor a great Mason, a Mason now gone from our midst for more than seven years. 
They honored him by raising his son. 

While I have seen some serious opportunities in our fraternity that we must deal 
with, I have seen far more of the three jewels mentioned above. There were many times 
I witnessed acts of friendship, dedication to the ideals of morality, and the beauty of 
active brotherly love. They are real and alive inside North Carolina Masonry. 

District Meetings 

Twenty-one district meetings were conducted across the state. The even numbered 
districts along with the First District were chosen for the locations of these 
conventionally styled meetings. The proficiency of the officers in the host lodges was 
outstanding. The brethren attending were positive and enjoyed the opportunity to 
fellowship at the meal that preceded each meeting. Messages from the Homes and the 
Grand Lodge office have been given at each. My message consisted five basic thoughts. 

Those thoughts related to the following: 

* The rich Masonic history of which we should each be proud; 

* The question of whether Masonry is still relevant; 

* The idea that the blue lodge should be the source of the power in Masonry; 

e° How we are perceived in society and the connection with the current resolution 

of recognition; and 

e The question of membership and why our integrity is so important. 

These meetings were a very pleasant duty that I enjoyed each and every time. 
There are many very kind Masons in North Carolina. To have a chance to meet and 
greet so many of them was a treat I will always treasure. When I shook each hand and 
looked them straight in the eye, I understood each time what an awesome office they 
had allowed me the privilege of serving. 
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Town Meetings 


I conducted some ten “town meetings.” These meetings were usually held in odd- 
numbered districts where a lodge invited me to visit. These meetings were conducted 
much like the conventional district meetings, but there were several exceptions. The 
major difference was to change the purpose to allow the grand master to take “a good 
listening to” from the brothers, to answer their questions, and most of all, hear their 
joys and concerns about the state of our fraternity. Another difference was that, in 
general, no one from either of our Homes or the Grand Lodge office attended. I found 
that these meetings were well worth the time, as many helpful things were brought to 
my attention. The vast majority were positive issues and often showed the true love the 
membership has for our fraternity. Though I specifically solicited concerns at each for 
the brethren’s thoughts as to the way we are leading this great fraternity and the way 
our office in Raleigh is operating, no one offered anything except positive support and 
constructive ideas. 

Dispensations 

More than two dozen dispensations were granted in 2004. Most dealt with 
changing dates for lodge elections; a few dealt with correcting issues; and some were for 
special events. Dispensations were given to Wilkerson Lodge No. 760 to move about the 
state for its meetings. 


Holding special lodge meetings is enjoyable to watch. They show our leaders are 
stretching their thinking for the enjoyment of their lodge members. For example, two 
dispensations were given for Garner Lodge No. 701 to hold an emergent communication 
at the Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro (What a great idea!); Creasy 
Proctor Lodge No. 679 visited Union Lodge No. 38, Kingston, Tennessee to confer a 
Master Mason’s degree in Eblen’s Cave; Mount Pleasant Lodge No. 573 visited 
Alexandria-Washington Lodge No. 22 (the lodge of our Brother George Washington) to 
examine two North Carolina Entered Apprentices; French Broad Lodge No. 292 was 
granted a dispensation to attend a Mountain Degree on Viking Mountain in Greenville, 
Tennessee; Walnut Cove Lodge No. 629 held a degree at Master Bill Johnson’s farm; and 
Elberta Lodge No. 654 held an outdoor degree in October. 

Some lodges are trying new ideas. Oxford Lodge No. 122 is conducting its meetings 
at 6 P.M. instead of 7:30. Biltmore Lodge No. 446 left its location and opened lodge to 
present a Certificate of Appreciation to J. Alfred Williams, a 98-year-old member, at a 
location convenient to him. 


Four waivers for disabilities were given. One order to reballot and one declaration 
of a null ballot were issued. Six resignations from officers of subordinate lodges were 
accepted as called for in Section 56-2 of The Code. 


Joseph Montfort Medals 


The Joseph Montfort Medals I was charged with giving out were given after our 
Grand Lodge Annual Communication and before the installation of my successor. 
Everyone realizes that the grand master’s hardest decision is his appointment to the 
grand line. The three next hardest decisions are his choices for Montfort Medals. While 
I took these three medals very seriously, my choices were really not hard at all. I based 
all of my medal selections on naming Masons who had helped our fraternity be 
perceived positively. I believe the basic issue needed to regain that perception is our 
Masonic education. Masons seek light, thus education is at the core of our mission. Each 
of my recipients are great educators, each in his own way. 


I presented a Montfort Medal to Dr. Dallas Herring of Rose Hill. A Past Master of 
Rehoboth Lodge No. 279 and a 65-year Mason, Dr. Herring is first and foremost an 
educator. He is known as the father of the North Carolina Community College system. 
He is a former chairman of the North Carolina Board of Education, serving us all on 
that board for more than 20 years. He has brought honor to our fraternity on a 
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statewide basis through his passion for education. More than 750,000 North 
Carolinians have benefited from the Community College System. Dr. Herring, during 
his outstanding tenure as school board chairman, led North Carolina through 
desegregation and consolidation. 


The second Montfort Medal was presented to a Mason with fraternal statewide 
education prominence. Brother Dan Weatherington has led our Grand Lodge as its 
chairman of the Committee on Masonic Education for many years. He is the author of 
innumerable articles for use in Masonic education. He also has been the dean of 
Wilkerson College since its inception. The results of this college’s efforts are bound to 
provide strong leadership in our blue lodges and Grand Lodge for years to come. 

Past Grand Master Tom Gregory was the third recipient. My admiration for him 
started when he was grand master. Tom spoke to the craft from the level and did his 
best to insure that every meeting was an effort to bring more light. He is an educator 
to us all. Tom stood tall concerning Prince Hall recognition though it often made him 
the subject cruel and hurtful comments and criticism. He and Past Grand Master Gerry 
Smith are the true heroes on this issue. 


After his year as grand master, Tom did not stop pushing the idea of education. He 
and others, through the Scottish Rite, started Wilkerson College. He returned to his 
blue lodge’s activities to work hard in the quarries, at the grassroots if you will, where 
his mission of bringing light continues. 

Necrology 

I made myself a pledge in 2003 as the deputy grand master to seek the wisdom of 
each past grand master in private conversation. The visit to Mount Airy to visit our 
senior Past Grand Master Sam Hennis and his very special wife Sis was the highlight. 
They were so positive and progressive. They were so obviously proud of being a part of 
our Masonic family. Sam gave me plenty of his wisdom and held nothing back. He 
promised to address the Grand Lodge in September to help remind the delegates that 
from the most senior past grand master to the present one, all agreed to that it is the 
blue lodge delegates that are the Grand Lodge. 


Past Grand Master Sam A. Hennis Jr. was unable to keep his promise. He was 
called by the Great Architect just sixteen days prior to the opening of our Annual 
Communication. On the 9th of September, the Grand Lodge was duly opened at his 
lodge, Granite Lodge No. 322, and Masonic graveside services were conferred 
thereafter. During the Annual Communication, Past Grand Master Gerry Smith gave a 
fitting eulogy for our brother. This fraternity lost a great friend and advocate. 


This Grand Lodge suffered many other losses of good and faithful brothers from all 
walks of life during this year. Our hope is that they were good men that this fraternity 
made better, so that when called, they received the welcomed words. As grand master, 
the very first negative part of holding the title came early for me. A dear brother passed 
away, and I was across the state. When you belong to this fraternity, you naturally 
make friends with so many that would have otherwise stayed at a perpetual distance. 
You soon realize that losing them is a painful fact of life. It is, however, a small price to 
pay when compared to the honor of being called brother to so many.

Board of Custodians 


In the capable hands on Chairman Wayne Cox and Grand Lecturer Robert Street, 
the organization of our certified lecturers and the quality of our ritual work have been 
enhanced. In a tireless effort Brother J. D. Heath traveled with Brother Street to our 
district meetings across the state to urge the brethren to take the next step from good 
to great in their work by becoming certified lecturers. Yet with the area certification 
sessions completed in August, the report of the results was fewer than I hoped. A major 
effort has begun to identify the causes of the problem and meet them head on. We have 
lamented over this issue long enough; we must take strong action. This board is 
prepared to do just that. 

Masonic Home for Children 

Progress at the Masonic Home for Children in Oxford has been rewarding to see. 
Our new administrator, Brother Doug McDonnell, has assembled a team that has made 
major operational changes at the Home and has moved the Home a step closer toward 
being the best in child care in this region of the country. Building upon the strong 
foundation of Brother David Grissom’s years, this team has made progress in keeping 
our facilities utilized while cutting expenses. Along with the Board of Directors, this 
team is making sure MHCO is a great place for children to grow up. 

Our homes are big business, and both have very critical issues for their future that 
need to be addressed on an on-going basis. The main conflict for the leadership comes 
from day-to-day special issues that arise out of the blue and demand immediate 
attention. For years now, the policy of the grand master being the chairman of these 
Homes has been on the leadership’s agenda. This practice continues to be counter 
productive to progress in our charities. What company would operate such a large 
organization and change the chairman each year? For the long range, I believe the 
reorganization and reallocation of duties are imperative. 


With this in mind the Board of Directors of the (MHCO) met on June 26, 2004, at 
7:30 a.m. in advance of scheduled St. John’s Day activities to address needed changes 
to the bylaws. The goals were to gain diversity on the board, to insure leadership 
continuity and to position MHCO for accreditation. A unanimous vote was received for 
the following ideas: 

e Expand from a 12-member Masonic board to a 15-member board to be made up 
of nine Masons appointed by Grand Lodge and six at-large members who do not 
have to be Masons, but have extensive expertise helpful to our Home’s efficient 
operation. 


eTerms of service on the Board would be changed so that “All Directors shall be 
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elected to serve for three-year terms and shall be eligible to succeed himself or 
herself for one additional three-year term on this Board, at which time they 
shall be ineligible to serve again until after the expiration of 12 months. 


eOfficers of the Board, the president and vice president, would be changed to 
chairman and vice chairman. both would be appointed by the grand master in 
an effort to provide continuity of leadership. The secretary would be a member 
of the Board and would also be chairman of the Personnel and Policy 
Committee. The treasurer would be a Board member and would chair the 
Finance Committee. 


After discussion, and action by the Board, the Bylaws Committee was directed to 
rewrite the bylaws as addressed herein and have them ready for implementation by 
November. 


I addressed these issues in my remarks to our Grand Lodge Annual 
Communication in September, asking those assembled to review the changes and 
calling their attention to the pending changes and the coming November meeting at 
which these changes would receive final attention. The brethren were invited to 
comment to any board member or at the November meeting. No one spoke against the 
changes, and they were adopted unanimously at that meeting of the Board of Directors 
in November. 


It has been a great privilege to serve this Home as a director for a total of seven 
years. From that prospective, I firmly believe these changes will insure the continuation 
of our Home at Oxford being a source of great pride for all good Masons in North 
Carolina for many years to come. 


Masonic and Eastern Star Home 


Over at Greensboro, the Masonic and Eastern Star Home is a crown jewel and 
should be another source of great pride for the Masons and the members of the Eastern 
Star. Imagine this statistic: while most retirement communities across the state are 
also owned by charitable non-profit organizations, the average charitable contribution 
to these homes is about seven percent of the budget of that Home. At our home that 
figure is about 45 percent or close to all the other homes of its kind in the state 
combined. In short, the ship of our philanthropic cause of caring for the mature 
members of our family is operating in good form. We are indeed proud of this home and 
the wonderful staff operating it. 

The good works we do that I just enumerated go a long way toward making us feel 
good about our fraternity; however, we must work harder to keep our facilities in fine 
shape. The stock market has dealt our endowments a crushing blow, and it is now time 
for Masons from across the state to step up and help us make up the shortfalls. The 
Board of Directors at MESH have worked very hard to insure that the Home continues 
to be a wise steward of the funds contributed. They will continue to see that all belts 
are tightened without sacrificing the high standards John Rose and his professional 
staff have created. 


Cedar Point 


We have a jewel in the rough at our new Cedar Point campus. We must move 
forward to develop it properly so that it may be used to benefit the purposes we Masons 
have set for it. The Octagon House has had a wonderful facelift and the children’s camp 
has been designed and is ready for construction. 


Still, too much time has passed with too little action. We seem to fall into analysis 
paralysis on such projects. I am proud that the Board of Directors of this campus is 
engaged. The benefactor of this land is our generous brother, John Robert Jones. As my 
year ends, he and our Jones Masonic Campus Board are about to reach a crisis. Mr. 
Jones’ perception of this project and that of others on the Board or familiar with the 
project is grossly different. This Board has worked within the conditions of the gift 
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agreement. The matters of difference must be solved, and the project must move 
forward. I pledge to continue to help see it come to reality. 


Wilkerson College 


Under the leadership of Dean Dan Weatherington, the College had another 
productive year and has decided to offer post graduate courses this fall. Alumni were 
the chief leaders for this year’s sessions. Larry Thompson (master, Blackmer No. 127) 
was in charge of the Greensboro session. Morty Jayson (master of Wilkerson College 
Lodge No. 760) was in charge of the Grand Lodge session. Ron Sortino (senior warden, 
Semper Fidelis Lodge No. 680) headed up the Oxford session. To see the results of this 
college, I would call your attention to the year that Larry Thompson had as master of 
Blackmer No. 127. Larry had an outstanding, well planned year. Interesting programs, 
fundraising activities, a great newsletter, and more than a dozen initiations were also 
hallmarks of his year. If this is any indication of what we should expect from those who 
have graduated from Wilkerson College, we are in for a great return on the investments 
made. Many of us are watching and smiling along with Dean Dan. 

Masonic Youth Organizations 


Having participated in the three youth organization statewide gatherings, I am 
extremely worried about our support for these youth groups. With the possible 
exception of the Rainbow Girls, membership numbers are a serious issue. I would love 
to tell you that I had even a hint of an idea as to how we might better help secure their 
future, but I do not. The pursuit of the answer to this troubling question continues to 
bother me. These youth deserve the very best of our efforts. 


The Appendant Bodies 


Our visits to the appendant bodies started with a weekend of being treated like 
royalty by the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine at the 67th Annual Shrine Bowl. This event 
surely shows some of the best of what we do as Masons. What a great cause and what 
great support these brethren show. Independence Day found Sarah Jo, Mary B. and me 
in Denver, Colorado, at the Imperial Shrine of North America. It would be hard for me 
to explain to you the courtesies this group showed all the grand masters present. The 
North Carolina delegation held a dinner in my honor at the host temple’s remarkable 
home on the first night. I attended the general session the next day and witnessed an 
event that taught me how much the Shrine cares about its Masonic affiliation. My 
potentate, Illustrious Sir Brack Wilson, communicated this happening at our Annual 
Communication. Brack is a special and very dedicated mason. 

I was asked to address the York Rite Annual Communication in Salisbury on 
March 22, 2004 and was glad to hear of the fine year that the York Rite enjoyed under 
the direction of Gene Lewellyn, Dan Hogue, and Doug Soltow. They doubled their fund 
raising and appeared together throughout the state to deliver their message. 

The Scottish Rite is strong in our state, and it has produced the leaders for making 
changes to address the times in which we live. Several valleys are reassessing their real 
estate holdings and are planning to modernize their expenses to maintain the high 
quality we expect of all parts of our fraternity. I commend them for these changes. 

Our VA Hospital Program 

I visited all four Veterans Administration Hospitals in North Carolina during this 
year. On May 13, my first visit took place at the VA Hospital in Salisbury. I was met by 
MSA Representative Brother William L. McCombs and a group of deputy 
representatives and local brothers. The hospital administration briefed us, and we 
toured the entire huge campus. Similar visits took place at the Ashville VA Hospital on 
July 13 under the direction of MSA Representative Inza Lance and at the Fayetteville 
VA Hospital on August 19 where MSA Representative Brother John Lynch gave the 
tour. The visit to the Durham unit with MSA Representative Brother Cecil Lee took 
place on November 4. 
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I am very proud to report to you two facts. First, as citizens and recipients of the 
freedoms our veterans have ensured for us, I can tell you that this hospital system has 
been remodeled and refurbished to a point that the message of appreciation from us to 
the veterans is obvious. The buildings and the staff are all top notch. The second fact is 
that we as Masons need to stand tall as we go the extra step of a coordinated volunteer 
visitation effort to benefit these veterans who have given so much. I could only give our 
volunteers an A+. Well done folks, well done indeed! 


Masonic Services Association Executive Director New Hampshire Past Grand 
Master Richard Fletcher is doing a great job. Under his leadership the MSA continues 
this great Veterans Administration Hospital visitation program. For our part in North 
Carolina, we have four very capable representatives in our VA hospitals. The 
administration at each hospital gives the Masons of our state great credit for our efforts. 

I see two looming opportunities that need attention. 


The first is that we neither recognize nor publicize this wonderful effort enough to 
our blue lodges. Therefore the number of grassroots Masons actively involved and 
contributing volunteer hours is at an historic low. 


The second is that the new federal rules (HIPA) prohibit these hospitals from 
identifying patients as members of any fraternity. Timely communication from the blue 
lodges to the MSA representatives that a brother is being admitted to his hospital is 
now a necessity that we must attend to and organize. 


Without this publicity to our lodges, and attention to notification from our lodges, 
this excellent program may shortly slip out of our hands. A former President of the 
United States and Past Grand Master of Missouri Harry Truman started this program. 
The MSA has since been given unequaled access in these hospitals and has been shown 
gratitude by all of the administrators. No other group of volunteers enjoys the 
preferential treatment that we have at these hospitals. I strongly believe that our MSA 
support needs immediate leadership attention. 


Conference of Grand Masters 


My at-home family traveled to Washington, DC, for the Conference of Grand 
Masters. We were joined by a large delegation from North Carolina. I found this 
meeting to be a wise use of the time and effort invested. At the Grand Master’s 
Conference, I realized that we have a good Grand Lodge in North Carolina. I also 
witnessed other grand lodges doing many new and exciting things. Once again I found 
myself agreeing with PGM Lewis in his theme “good is the enemy of great.” We have 
lots of work to do. 

Southeastern Conference of Grand Masters 


This conference, held in Birmingham, Alabama, was attended by Senior Grand 
Warden Gene Jernigan, Junior Grand Warden Berry Rigdon, Grand Marshal Billy Dill, 
Brother Doug Moore, and me. Alabama Grand Master Darrell Neill and the Grand 
Lodge of Alabama did a wonderful job as host. Our own Billy Dill made the day’s best 
presentation. His subject was “Wilkerson College.” 

Visits to Other Grand Jurisdictions 


On July 21, I had the great privilege of visiting the Grand Lodge of Canada, 
province of Ontario in Toronto. I had been advised by several past grand masters that 
this session was special, and indeed it was. From being piped in by bagpipers, to joining 
in singing “O Canada,” “The Star Spangled Banner,” and “God Save The Queen,” the 
session was all I had been told it was and more. These Masons are very dedicated and 
great hosts. 


On October 1, I addressed the open meeting portion of the Prince Hall Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina in the same room in Winston-Salem that had been used for our 
Grand Lodge Annual Communication one week earlier. Considering the remarks of 
Grand Master Milton Fitch, and perhaps due in small part of my efforts, their Grand 
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Lodge acted in gracious fashion and passed a resolution recognizing our Grand Lodge 
effective upon our passing a similar action. Being surprised by the Prince Hall results, 
I told my wife that I had made talks all year with few results, except for this one. She 
humbled me by reminding me that perhaps it was the only worthwhile speech I had 
given. 

Grand Marshal Dill and I had the privilege of visiting the Grand Lodge of West 
Virginia. It was a wonderful experience. The Grand Lodge began at 7 p.m., and the 
interesting topic of discussion was their home for the elderly. I was amazed that the 
budget for their home was $1.2 million, and they had only spent $923,000 during this 
last year. This sounded pretty good until they announced that the census was eleven 
residents. At this time, a mathematically inclined delegate rose and suggested that for 
$85,000 per year, per resident, they might consider just sending their population to the 
Waldorf Astoria for lodging. I also traveled with my wife to the Grand Lodge of 
Kentucky and enjoyed the concluding evening of Grand Master Percy Brown’s fine year. 

From visiting these grand lodges, two observations that stood out to me were that 
we share many of the same issues and that one problem they do not share with us is 
our problem with civility and improper dress during their grand lodge session. 

Honorary Membership 


It is humbling to receive an honorary membership in any organization. I was 
surprised each of the four times this has happened to me this past year. Being asked to 
join the North Carolina Chapter No. 97 of the National Sojourners last year, and 
receiving an honorary membership in Camp Lejeune Chapter No. 329 was equally so 
earlier this year. These are top notch folks and I am humbled by their kindness. 

The Order of the DeMolay inducted me into their DeMolay Legion of Honor 
Honorary in a very impressive ceremony at Seaside Lodge No. 429 in Swansboro. It was 
extra special as the 5-foot 4-inch giant who preceded me as grand master conducted the 
ceremony. 


At my first official District Meeting, we traveled to Mt. Gilead’s Blackmer Lodge 
No. 127 and District 24. This was a special treat for me, because I have relatives in the 
area, and it was the lodge where my grandfather was raised in 1919. The joy of being 
given an honorary membership in this lodge that has such meaning to me is obvious. 

When dual membership was made possible by the Grand Lodge, I told then 
Soverign Grand Inspector General Lloyd Wilkerson that due to him, the number of 
members I knew, and the fact that my business had a presence in Jacksonville, I wanted 
to apply for membership in Semper Fidelis Lodge No. 680. Master Francisco Ortiz and 
his membership beat me to it. I am very grateful to be a part of this outstanding lodge 
as an honorary member. 

Bright Spots 


The Masons I met and the genuine concern so many across the state have for our 
fraternity was truly wonderful. The spirit of the craft was progressive, not negative. I 
often witnessed that progressive ideas were not age-related. On the subject of age, it 
was a delight to see so many young men at the district meetings. 

Another bright spot came from the dark shadow of our problems with Revolution 
Lodge No. 552. The irony here was that so many men called or wrote the grand 
secretary or me expressing genuine concern about their membership status. Many of 
these brethren shared with me that they had not been in a lodge in twenty or more 
years, yet the thought of their Masonic membership being questioned was a very 
serious matter to them. What a way to realize what your membership means to you! 
Helping these brothers return to full and active status was a real and heartwarming joy. 

At 6 p.m. April 1 in the Elks Club of Greensboro, I had the great privilege of 
opening General Green Lodge UD. This was the answer our grand secretary came up 
with to satisfy my goal of getting the members of Revolution Lodge No. 552 back in good 
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standing. Revolution’s Fred Meyers and District Deputy Grand Master Ray Hall gave a 
yeoman’s effort to help the grand secretary in the success of this effort. 


On the evening of October 17, 2004, Past Grand Master Lewis, Grand Secretary 
Walt Clapp, Assistant Grand Secretary Ric Carter, and I joined a delighted group of 
members of Revolution Lodge No. 552 to restore their charter. I issued an order to 
restore the charter and the dispensation for General Green Lodge to be withdrawn. The 
order farther called for the transfer of that lodge’s assets to Revolution. Prior to the 
evening, directors that the court had allowed me to appoint, met as the new Board of 
Directors of Revolution Masonic Temple, Inc. Those directors are T.Walton Clapp III, 
President/Chairman; PGM Bill Simpson, Treasurer; C. Ray Hall; Fred Meyers; and 
Lewis D. Tysor. The legal fees the Grand Lodge spent in the successful defense of this 
suit were repaid to the treasury of our Grand Lodge by Revolution Masonic Temple, Inc. 
A judgment in our favor is now a matter of legal record for future reference. 


A Tribute to Pete Dudley 


As I alluded to at the start of this report, one highlight of my year came when it 
was learned that Master Arliss L. Upchurch and the members of his Buffalo Lodge No. 
172 had initiated and passed Brother Henry Dudley, son of the late Pete Dudley. 
Brother Pete was for years our grand secretary, and warm feelings for him still run deep 
in our fraternity some seven years after his passing. The idea of assembling a group of 
past and present Grand Lodge officers on July 19 to help raise Pete’s son took root and 
grew fast. With the gracious permission and assistance of Brother Upchurch, many 
grand line officers, past grand masters, DDGMs, DDGLs, and the grand lecturer came 
from all parts of our state to confer the degree. It was an evening that will be 
remembered by all. 


Less than twenty-four hours later Sarah Jo and I arrived (late due to a thunder 
storm) at the banquet of the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Canada in the 
Province of Ontario, being held in Toronto. The first words out of the past grand master 
hosting our table were, “Did you ever know a great North Carolina Mason by the name 
of Pete Dudley?” 


Concerns 


I tried to prepare for the job of grand master during my years in preceding offices. 
The time required is far greater than I had imagined, and I believe this great and 
honorable position is in much need of a re-evaluation of the duties required. 

My theme this year was “How We Are Perceived.” If our image — the way we are 
seen in the public’s eye — is important, then there is the implied question of whether 
we are seen at all. As a group, are we seen attending our lodges, fundraising activities, 
funerals, etc. The answer to that issue varies widely across the state. For example, 
lodges in the extreme western part of the state are very busy. At the close of three of the 
lodges during the week of our western swing, the call, “Does anyone have anything to 
offer,” brought numerous brothers to their feet to announce degree work, fundraisers 
and many other activities. Elsewhere, at some meetings there was no response at all. 
While we are pushing integrity and how we are perceived, we need to add attendance 
to the list of “must dos.” As leaders we need to promote Wilkerson College-type planning 
and the “Lodge Night Out” programs as great ways to enhance attendance. Lodges that 
have some degree work, strong programs, or fun fundraisers are doing just fine. 


Membership was the main topic on the members’ minds across the state. I shared 
a few of my views at the District Meetings. At the beginning of my term, we surveyed 
the DDGMs. One of the requests was for them to give me the name of a Mason they 
believed had worthy ideas on this subject. The same question was presented to the 
grand line officers. From this list, the deputy grand master, the grand marshal, and I 
convened a one-day meeting to study various ideas that were being tried by our sister 
jurisdictions. The crisis of unfinished degree work was on the table also. I hope this 
group will continue their work and I hope that some of its ideas might foster 
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amendments or resolutions to further the subject at a later session. 


Our efforts for passing the resolution to recognize the North Carolina’s Prince Hall 
Grand presented by our Committee on Fraternal Relations progressed. Most of my time 
was focused on this issue. Education Committee Chairman Dan Weatherington’s group 
worked to explain the issue plainly also. 

Recommendations on Such Legislation 
and Such Action as I Deem Necessary 


I presented to the grand secretary legislation that allows introduction of items that 
change our Code to be presented to the Grand Lodge Office up to thirty days after the 
Annual Communication for consideration at the next Annual Session. 


I recommend that the Grand Lodge authorize the Board of General Purposes to 
hire a business manager to oversee the financial affairs and development efforts of our 
Grand Lodge, our Charities, and our Foundation. 

I recommend that the grand senior warden for the year 2005 contact our 
neighboring grand lodges in an attempt to form a Mid-Atlantic Masonic Conference. 


I presented legislation to change the requirement for recognition of another grand 
lodge back to a simple majority. This change is to be brought for consideration only after 
the recognition of the North Carolina Prince Hall Grand Lodge and will be withdrawn 
if such recognition is not obtained under the present requirement of a two-thirds vote. 

Conclusion 

As each day goes by, I find it harder, not easier, to realize the position that I held. 
Staying humble was not a problem; however, the Masons in our state treat their grand 
master with high honor and in high fashion. That makes one realize the job is much 
larger than the holder of the title. The kind and respectful treatment of the grand 
master by all of our Masonic family is still amazing to me. I am so very grateful for this 
opportunity. I only wish each Mason across the state could stand in the grand master’s 
shoes long enough to grasp the real fraternity we are. Friendship, morality, and 
brotherly love are each alive and well inside the Masons of North Carolina. I have 
stated that we must be perceived as such. We are truly an exclusive group of people — 
who care about others — in a world where the interest in one’s self runs so strong there 
is now a magazine called Self. I believe in my heart that our caring is genuine, and we 
are a group moving from good to great. 

The brethren really want this fraternity to be an organization in which they can 
have pride. They want the fraternity to be relevant and well thought of in their 
hometown. We must continue to address how we are seen by society. 

Any hint of being racially intolerant will destroy the positive perception we desire 
as quickly as anything I know. This issue will continue to be the major focus of my 
efforts until it is resolved. In the Prince Hall issue, as alarmist as I may sound, I see at 
worst, a true challenge to the survival of our Grand Lodge. All admit that recognition is 
inevitable. Very often I receive word from Masons who are demitting, because they no 
longer want to be associated with a group perceived as racially intolerant. I’ve also 
heard from those against recognition who promise to demit when recognition comes. 
Carry these thoughts of loss far enough, and there is a true threat to masonry in North 
Carolina. I hope you will join me as in redoubling our effort to help calmer heads prevail 
so that North Carolina Masons can get beyond this issue and be perceived positively as 
men of integrity. 

Many will say that issue was what my year was all about. They will be wrong! I 
love this fraternity. It has lasted for centuries. This fraternity is bigger than any one 
issue, unless that issue is allowed to be carried to the extreme (such as the demitting 
mentioned above). I submit instead of one issue that the year was about, my intent was 
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characterized by the last of the five foundational thoughts spoken about at numerous 
gatherings of Masons and at every district meeting. That thought was: 

“Membership and why our integrity is so important.” 

North Carolina Masonry is good, but remember that good is the enemy of great. If 
we are to have the public perception that we are men who have great integrity and thus 
insure a healthy fraternity for our sons that follow, then we must force our craft to 
maintain integrity among our membership. Past Grand Master Bill Mathis said he 
“would rather have 10,000 Masons than 50,000 members.” We cannot claim the 
supreme quality of being men of integrity and act differently. A Mason must be what we 
claim to be. When that becomes debatable, then we will know that the end is near. The 
Prince Hall issue just happened to be the most glaring contradiction that has 
challenged us to step up and act. We all took an oath at the altar. As Robert Frost wrote, 
“We have promises to keep and miles to go before we sleep.” 


Acknowledgements and Special Appreciation 


As a mere child of God, you have to wonder how you got where you are in life. At 
installation I spoke at length of how I felt on the subject. I realize that I am but a sinner 
of His own redeeming. Therefore with humble thanks to Him, our Great Architect, I 
have concluded that for me the answer is indeed, “By His grace.” 


If some day the Guinness Book of Records starts a section of the world’s most 
tolerant women, I believe the winner will have to be the wife of a Mason and will most 
correctly be Sarah Jo Safrit. I was committed to the term as a Grand Lodge line officer 
at the expense of time with and attention to this lady and our family. She deserves 
better, yet demands little. I am so very lucky to have the love of my life as my best 
friend. Then there are three children, Ellen Dare, Mary B., and Wes who have heard “I 
can’t be with you this time, because I have to go to a meeting,” far too often. Rather than 
neglect, it is appropriate to pamper and spoil those you love. Robert Frost reminds me 
that I now have “promises to keep”. 


Installation of the Grand Lodge Officers for 2004 took place on December 13, 2003 
in Morehead City, and many friends joined us for a wonderful weekend. I remain 
grateful for all the efforts by so many to make the occasion one that was more than I 
ever expected. Past Grand Master Gerry Smith was installing officer and thus started 
me off on this voyage just as he started my climb through the chairs six-and-one-half 
years earlier. My debts to him only seem to grow as do my debts to my brothers of 
Franklin Lodge No. 109 and the lodges of the Fourth District. I was supported through 
the year by each. 

The Grand Lodge staff did a great job keeping our fraternity records and 
correspondence in order. I was very pleased that when I questioned the membership as 
to the timely response of inquiries to our Grand Lodge office I was told that timely 
response was cheerfully given. We are all indebted to Cornelia Doherty, Frankie Harles, 
and Paula Strother. As editor of our newspaper, Brother Ric Carter is charged with 
making us think about the issues of our time. He often presents us with difficult and 
uncomfortable issues that are easily true to our obligations, but not to our actions. He 
did just that for me during the year and I am very grateful.

The 
Committee made recommendations on each topic. Each topic was 
dealt with individually. The report was then adopted as a whole. 


The recommendation of the Committee and action of the delegates to Annual 
Communication is noted after each issue. 


Lewis Orders 
Lewis Order No. 1 


It has been brought to my attention by the grand secretary’s office that Rainbow 
Lodge No. 479 elected Brother SGM to membership on December 16, 2002 without 28 
days having elapsed before said application for affiliation was received by the lodge, nor 
was this application certified by this office as there was not a current year’s dues card 
attached. 


The application for affiliation of Brother SGM was received on December 2, 2002; 
the ballot taken on December 16, 2002 to elect Brother SGM is clearly illegal under the 
positive language of Regulation 76-01 of The Code and is, therefore, NULL and VOID. 
Since the grand master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of this kind and 
since the grand secretary has informed me that the application is now in order, I hereby 
ORDER a reballot to Rainbow Lodge No. 479 at the stated communication to be held on 
March 3, 2003. 

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be held on 
March 3, 2003, entered on the minutes of that communication and a proper notation 
made on the margin of the minutes for the stated communication at which the illegal 
ballot was taken (December 16, 2002) referring to this Order and the date it was 
recorded in the minutes.

The delegates approved the Order. 
Lewis Order No. 2 


It has been brought to my attention by the grand secretary that the master of Cary 
Lodge No. 198 balloted on Mr. JR for the degrees. Without declaring the results, under 
Regulation 68-8 of The Code, a second ballot was conducted. Before the second ballot 
had commenced, an explanatory remark on the petitioner was made by an officer of the 
lodge. The master did not want the comments to influence the voting on the petitioner 
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declared the second ballot null and void before declaring the results. Under the positive 
language of 68-8, the ballot to reject on August 4, 2003 is hereby declared NULL and 
VOID. 


Since the grand master is empowered to order another ballot, I hereby ORDER a 
re-ballot and grant a dispensation to Cary Lodge No. 198 to hold the ballot on the 
petition for the degrees of Mr. JR at a stated communication of October 6, 2003.

Lewis Order No. 3 


WHEREAS, certain problems have come to my attention related to the operation 
of the Revolution Temple, Inc. (formerly known as Revolution Masonic Temple, Inc.) and 
the relationship of that corporation with Revolution Lodge No. 552 AF & AM 
(“Revolution Lodge”), and the Grand Lodge of North Carolina; and 


WHEREAS, there is a continuing intentional and systematic disobeyance of orders 
and directives of the Grand Lodge and its officers, including the order of past Grand 
Master Jerry R. Tillett, executed the 11th day of April, 2002 (“Previous Order”), a copy 
of which is attached hereto; and 

WHEREAS, the Previous Order was ratified, confirmed, and accepted by the 
delegates in attendance at the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina on September 26, 2003, thereby ratifying and confirming the requirements 
and directives contained in the Previous Order; and 


WHEREAS, Revolution Lodge has failed to act in accordance with, and has failed 
to come into full compliance with, the express requirements and intent of the Previous 
Order, and other lawful orders and directives; and 


WHEREAS, no less that six Masonic trials have been conducted against members 
of Revolution Lodge related to the very matters contained herein, all of said trials 
having resulted in expulsion; the Committee on Appeals having recommended that each 
such expulsion be upheld; and each such expulsion having been upheld at their 
respective Annual Communication by the delegates of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina in attendance thereat; and 


WHEREAS, Revolution Lodge is meeting in a building that is not controlled by a 
subordinate lodge of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, in violation of The Code, 
including Regulation 43-2.13; and 


WHEREAS, numerous members of Revolution Lodge (in both individual and 
representative capacities) have failed or refused to fully comply with the letter and 
spirit of previous orders and directives of the Grand Lodge, including the Previous 
Order; and have in fact encouraged, aided, abetted, and caused others to violate, or fail 
to comply with, the requirements and intent of these aforementioned orders and 
directives; and 


WHEREAS, I have carefully reviewed and deliberated upon various documents, 
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including but not limited to, public records, previous orders of Grand Master Charles E. 
Cathey, Grand Master William G. Mathis, and Grand Master Jerry R. Tillett, a report 
filed by the previous judge advocate of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, a report filed 
by the current judge advocate of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, and other 
documents and information otherwise available to me; and 


WHEREAS, it is hereby deemed to be in the best interest of Masonry in North 
Carolina to make the following Order. 


NOW; THEREFORE, I HEREBY ORDER, ADJUDGE AND DECREE AS 
FOLLOWS: 


1. Pursuant to Regulations 13-3.4, 41-10 and 41-11 of The Code, the Charter of 
Revolution Masonic Lodge No. 552 AF & AM is hereby ARRESTED immediately. 


2. At such point in time that the members of Revolution Lodge take such steps 
necessary to come into full and complete compliance with the Previous Order, they may 
request of the Most Worshipful Grand Master that he restore the Charter pursuant to 
Regulation 40-11.4 of The Code. 


Given under my hand and seal this the 16th day of October, 2003. 
The Committee recommended that the Order be approved. 
The delegates approved the Order. 


Safrit Orders 
Safrit Order No. 1 


The grand secretary has informed me that Allen-Graham Lodge No. 695, AF & AM 
rejected by secret ballots, two applications for advancement after six months, since 
January 1. From the letter received by the grand secretary, it is noted from the process 
of the secret ballot that both ballots were probably rejected with a single cube. 


Since January 1, 2004, The Code regulation 73-6 has been amended to change the 
process of granting extensions of time. In general terms, the process involves reading 
the application for advancement at a stated meeting and voting by show of hands at the 
same communication it is received. It requires only a simple majority to approve the 
request. 


Since your lodge rejected JAR II on January 15, 2004 and CVP on February 19, 
2004, I am empowered to declare these ballots NULL and VOID. At your next stated 
communication, you shall read the applications for advancement for these two 
applicants and follow the procedure as outlined in Regulation 73-6 of The Code. Since 
The Code is in the process of reprinting, a copy of Chapter 73 is enclosed. 

Please attach a copy of this letter in the minutes of your lodge and make marginal 
notations on the respective communications referring to this order.

The Committee recommended that the Order be approved. 

The delegates approved the Order. 

Safrit Order No. 2 

It has been brought to my attention by the grand secretary that Joseph Warren 
Lodge No. 92, AF & AM balloted on petitioner for the degrees without complying with 
68-3 of The Code. The acting master did not give the proper name for balloting resulting 
in the wrong identity of the petitioner, nor were the proper instructions for balloting 
announced. The acting master declared the petitioner rejected. 

In such cases, the grand master may authorize a reballot at a stated 
communication. Therefor, the grand master, by positive and unquestionable evidence, 
determines the ballot was clearly and grossly illegal and is empowered to order another 
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ballot in cases of this kind. I hereby ORDER Joseph Warren Lodge No. 92 to reballot on 
the above mentioned petition for the degrees at the stated communication to be held on 
July 1, 2004. 


The dispensation authorizing the reballot shall contain a proviso that all members 
of the lodge shall be given not less than ten days’ notice by first-class mail under sealed 
cover of the reballot and the time and place therefor. 


This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be held on 
July 1, 2004, entered on the minutes of that communication and a proper notation made 
on the margin of the minutes for the stated communication on June 3, 2004, referring 
to this Order and the date it was recorded in the minutes. 


Given under my hand and seal at Beaufort, North Carolina, this 16th day of June, 
2004 AD; 6004 AL. 


The Committee recommended that the Order be approved. 
The delegates approved the Order. 
Safrit Order No. 3 


I have spent a great deal of time and agony on the matter of your fellow craft, JLC. 
I have great concern with a lodge initiating and passing one with a such a long record 
of misdemeanor convictions extending over the last twelve years. I have spoken with a 
number of area Masons as to his character. I am also torn because of the notion that our 
fraternity is dedicated to making good men better; however, it is my opinion that one 
must start with a proven record of good before our teachings will work. It seems obvious 
to me that this candidate was not truthful and open about his history. The investigation 
committee failed to uncover his troubling past. I believe it is essential that a period of 
time is required as proof of his ability to avoid violation of any law of the land prior to 
his being raised. 

Therefore, I hereby order, due to the nature of this situation and with reference to 
chapter 66-1.4 and 11; 86-2.28; 86-1.5 and 6 of The Code, that JLC will not receive the 
third degree in Masonry until he has completed a 36-month period during which he 
shall have no conflict with the above cited parts or any other parts of the same. 


I further order you to refer the members of all further investigation committees to 
Chapter 67 of The Code. This order will be read at the next stated communication of 
your lodge and entered as a part of the minutes.

The Committee referred the case to the judge advocate with no action by the 
delegates. 

Proposed Amendments to The Code of 1995 

The following changes to The Code were considered. Each was submitted before 
noon on the last day of our 2003 Annual Communication. Each amendment group 
includes a short summary of its intentions, the recommendation of the Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence, and the result of the vote of the delegates to this Annual 
Communication. Additions and new wording to The Code are indicated by bold type, 
and deletions are indicated by a strikethrough. 

Some amendments came before the meeting for votes on the first day of the 
communication and others were considered on the second day. They are listed here by 
group order as they were discussed throughout the year. 

Amendment Group 1 
The Board of Custodians proposes to amend The Code as follows: 
The purpose of the proposed change is to conform the schedule of election of the 
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chairman of the Board of Custodians to the calender year adopted by the Grand Lodge 
in April of 2000. 
REG. 29-2 CHAIRMAN AND SECRETARY. 
In dase January of each year the Board of Custodians shall elect its chairman from its 
members and a secretary who need not be from its membership but who shall be a 
member of a subordinate lodge obedient to the Grand Lodge; and if the secretary is not 
a member of the board, he shall not have a vote. [27-6; 27-7.7; 27-7.8]. 

The Committee recommended that the amendment group be adopted. 

The delegates adopted the amendment group. 

Amendment Group 2 

The Code Commission proposes to amend The Code as follows: 

The purpose of the proposed change is to conform the requirements for 
recommenders on an Application for Affiliation to the requirements adopted in 
September of 2002 for petitions. 
REG. 75-7 BALLOT AND RECOMMENDERS. 
The application of a Mason for affiliation shall be recommended and signed by at least 
two North Carolina members with at least one of whom is a member members 
of the lodge to which the same is presented, and it shall require a unanimously 
favorable secret ballot to elect to membership. [442; Chapter 68]. 

The Committee recommended that the amendment group be adopted. 

The delegates adopted the amendment group. 

Amendment Group 3 

The Committee on Finance submitted the following alternative amendments to The 
Code. Amendment Group 3A will be considered first by the Grand Lodge. If it is adopted 
Amendment Group 3B will not be considered. 

Amendment Group 3A 

This amendment would set the per capita tax payable in February as a part of the 

budget adopted at the Annual Communication the preceding September. 

REG. 20-1 ESTABLISHED. 

Each lodge, including lodges under dispensation, shall pay annually to the grand 
secretary, for the use of the Grand Lodge, the sums hereinafter specified. 

1. The amount established by the Grand Lodge as the per capita tax The-euxe 
eftwelve-dellars for each member of the lodge at low twelve on December thirty-first 
for the ensuing year shall be based on the budget approved at the preceding 
annual communication. A lodge shall be exempt from the payment of the annual 
assessment to the Grand Lodge for any member who has received either the Fifty-Year 
or Sixty- Year Service Award. [5-1.1; 20-1; 81-1; 81-7]

Amendment Group 3B 


This amendment would increase the per capita tax to fourteen dollars and fifty

Secretary, for the use of the Grand Lodge, the sums hereinafter specified. 

1. The sum of fourteen dollars and fifty cents ($14.50) &wel«e-dellaxe for each 
member of the lodge at low twelve on December thirty-first. A lodge shall be exempt 
from the payment of the annual assessment to the Grand Lodge for any member who 
has received either the Fifty-Year or Sixty- Year Service Award. [5-1.1; 20-1; 81-1; 81-7].

Amendment Group 4 
P.P. Turner Lodge No. 746 submitted the following group of amendments. 


These amendments would create a new appointed officer of the Grand Lodge, the 
Inspector General, with duties comparable to a public defender in the civil justice system. 


Reg. 11-1 Officers. 


The elective and appointive officers of the Grand Lodge, their ranks, designations, and 
titles shall be as follows: 


3. The appointive grand officers who shall not be installed are as follows: 


6. Inspector General 
Amend Chapter 17 by adding the following regulations 
Reg. 17-10. Duties of the Inspector General. 
The qualifications, selection, and duties of the Inspector General shall be as 
follows. 


1. The Inspector General (IG) shall be a Past Master in good standing, well 
versed in Masonic jurisprudence. He shall be appointed by the Grand Master. 
He shall not be installed, and his term of office shall be two years. 

2. In any case in which theJudge Advocate has determined that he or his 
duly appointed representative should prosecute an accused, the Inspector 
General shall, on request, determine whether the accused is able to provide 
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his own representation and if he determines that accused is unable to provide 
his own representation, represent the accused before the Trial Commission. 


Reg. 91-9 NOTICE TO THE ACCUSED. 


In the event the Judge Advocate determines that the complaint shall be entertained as 
provided in Regulations 91-6.13 and 91-7, and if the Judge Advocate does not proceed 
under Regulation 91-12, he shall at once cause a certified copy of the complaint to be 
served on the accused in the manner hereinafter set forth, together with a notice to the 
accused which shall contain the name, address, and lodge membership of each of the 
trial commissioners appointed to hear and try the same. [91-11; Trial Forms 2, 3, 4]. 

1. The notice shall contain a statement that if the accused fails to answer to the 
complaint within the time specified therein, which time shall not be less than ten days, 
he shall be deemed to have admitted the truth of the complaint and each and every 
specification thereof. [Trial Form 4]. 

2. The notice shall contain a statement that if the accused fails to challenge any of 
the trial commissioners named in the notice prior to the date therein specified, which 
date shall not be less than ten days after the date of the notice, he shall be deemed to 
have consented to the appointment of the trial commissioners named in the notice. 
[Trial Form 4]. 

3. If the Judge Advocate has determined that the Complaint should be 
prosecuted in the best interest of Masonry, the notice shall contain a 
statement that if the accused is unable to provide his own defense he may 
request representation by the Inspector General. 

(Existing subsections 3 through 9 shall be renumbered as 4 through 10.) 

Reg. 94-7 REPRESENTATION. 

The complainant, the accused, and the intervener may be represented in person, or they 
may at their own expense be represented by Master Masons in good standing acting as 
their attorneys, such attorneys being appointed in writing. 

1. The Judge Advocate may in person or by his duly appointed substitute prosecute 
any case at any time when he deems it to be for the best interest of Masonry. 

2. If an accused who is being prosecuted by the Judge Advocate in the best 
interest of Masonry is unable to provide for his own representation, the 
Inspector General shall if requested to do so provide representation. [90-4; 90- 
17; 94-3; 94-22.3]. 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence recommended that the Grand Master 
rule these proposed amendments out of order. 

Grand Master Safrit refused to rule the group out of order. 

The Committee recommended that the amendment group be rejected. 

The delegates rejected the amendment group. 

Amendment Group 5 

P.P. Turner Lodge No. 746 submitted the following group of amendments. 

This group of amendments would add Rules of Discovery consistent with current 
civil jurisprudence to the Trial Code. 

CHAPTER 93 
a SEN Take Testi 
Discovery 

Reg. 93-1 Rules of Discovery. The rules of discovery established and 
recognized in civil cases in the State of North Carolina, may be observed so 
far as may be consistent with the primary purpose of Masonic discipline and 
when they are not in conflict with specific Masonic law of the Grand Lodge or 
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the ancient customs and usages of the Craft. 
Reg. 93-2 Discovery methods. Parties may obtain discovery by one or more of 
the following methods: depositions upon oral examination or written 
questions; written interrogatories; production of documents or things or 
permission to enter upon land or other property, for inspection and other 
purposes; physical and mental examinations; and requests for admission. 
Reg. 93-3. Discovery scope and limits. The time available for, frequency of, and 
extent of use of the discovery methods provide in Reg. 93-2 shall be 
determined by agreement of the parties. Where the parties are unable to agree 
the determination shall be made by the Judge Advocate. When the Judge 
Advocate has determined to prosecute in the best interest of Masonry, the 
determination shall be made by the chairman of the Trial Commission. 
(The remaining regulations in Chapter 93 are renumbered 93-4 through 93-8.) 

The Committee recommended that the amendment group be rejected. 

The delegates rejected the amendment group. 

Amendment Group 6 

Royal White Hart Lodge No. 2 proposes the following amendment: 

This amendment would eliminate the requirement that a DDGM live in his district 
if he is a member of a lodge in the district and allow a DDGM to serve a district he lives 
in even though he is not a member of a lodge in that district. 

REG. 26-2 QUALIFICATIONS. 


There shall be only one District Deputy Grand Master in each district, and he shall be 
appointed and commissioned by the Grand Master annually. 

1. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall be a Master or Past Master of a 
subordinate lodge. 

2. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall be and remain a resident of his district 
and or a member of a subordinate lodge therein. 

3. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall be well skilled in the Authorized Work 
of the three degrees of Symbolic Masonry and well informed in the best business 
practices for Masonic lodges, the law, custom, and usage of the Craft in this Grand 
Jurisdiction. [3-1.5; 11-4; 11-4.3; Official Form 53]. 

4. Each District Deputy Grand Master, when duly appointed and commissioned as 
such, is then, and without the necessity for installation or any other act, fully entitled 
to the prerogatives of, and shall perform the duties of, a District Deputy Grand Master. 

5. During his official term, he is responsible only to the Grand Master or the Grand 
Lodge for his official acts or discipline. [11- 4]. 


The Committee on Jurisprudence offered the following substitute group. 


REG. 26-2 QUALIFICATIONS. 
There shall be only one District Deputy Grand Master in each district, and he shall be 
appointed and commissioned by the Grand Master annually. 

1. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall be a Master or Past Master of a 
subordinate lodge. 

2. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall be and remain a resident of his district 
and a member of a subordinate lodge therein. 

3. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall be well skilled in the Authorized Work of 
the three degrees of Symbolic Masonry and well informed in the best business practices 


for Masonic lodges, the law, custom, and usage of the Craft in this Grand Jurisdiction. 
[3-1.5; 11-4; 11-4.3; Official Form 53]. 
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4. Each District Deputy Grand Master, when duly appointed and commissioned as 
such, is then, and without the necessity for installation or any other act, fully entitled 
to the prerogatives of, and shall perform the duties of, a District Deputy Grand Master. 

5. During his official term, he is responsible only to the Grand Master or the Grand 
Lodge for his official acts or discipline. [11- 4]. 

The Committee recommended that the substitute amendment group be adopted. 

The delegates adopted the substitute amendment group. 

Amendment Group 7 

The Code Commission submitted the following group of amendments in 
substitution for a proposal by P. P. Turner Lodge No. 746. 

This amendment would impose an age limitation on repeated election of a brother 
to a Grand Lodge office he has previously held. 

REG 11-7 TERM OF ELECTIVE OFFICERS 

At each annual communication of the Grand Lodge there shall be elected without 
nomination a Grand Master, a Deputy Grand Master, a Senior Grand Warden, and a 
Junior Grand Warden, Grand Secretary, and Grand Treasurer. All elections will be 
conducted by written ballot. A brother shall not be eligible to be elected to the 
same Grand Lodge office after he has attained the age of seventy years. 

The Committee recommended that the amendment group be rejected. 

The grand master ruled the group out of order, precluding any vote on the group. 

Demand for Judicial Determination 

The following invocation of a Judicial Determination was submitted to prevent a 
vote on the Resolution on Prince Hall Recognition. 

The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of North 
Carolina: 

By authority of Section 8-5 JUDICIAL DETERMINATION, the undersigned, 
members of the Grand Lodge, invoke the Grand Lodge’s judicial determination upon the 
following questions of law with respect to the proposed Resolution of Recognition of The 
Most Worshipful Prince Hall Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of North 
Carolina and its Jurisdictions, inc., proposed for consideration at the 2004 Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge: 

1. The proposed Resolution of Recognition of The Most Worshipful Prince Hall Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina by the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina is in 
conflict with and prohibited by the clear and precise language of Section 2-01 of the 
Constitution of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which states, “The Grand Lodge is 
the supreme Masonic power and authority in the state of North Carolina. It is the only 
legitimate authority under which Masonic lodges can lawfully be congregated within its 
jurisdiction...” 

2. Said Resolution is in conflict with and prohibited by Section 2-02 of the Grand 
Lodge Constitution which states, “The sovereignty of the Grand Lodge touching upon 
all Masonic matters within, but not outside of, its territorial boundary is full and 
complete; ... No other grand lodge shall have or exercise any rights within the territorial 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge.” 

3. Said Resolution is in violation of Section 2-05 which states, “Any organization, 
association or person within this state professing to have any authority, powers or 
privileges in Ancient Craft or Symbolic Masonry not derived from the Grand Lodge is 
declared to be clandestine, and all Masonic intercourse with or Masonic recognition of 
them or any of them, is prohibited.” 

4. The Prince Hall Grand Lodge does not meet the requirements of Section 6-01 (7 
and 8) of the Grand Lodge Constitution pertaining to requirements for recognition. 
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5. The territorial boundary and jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge is clearly defined in 
Section 1-4 TERRITORIAL JURISDICTION. “The territorial jurisdiction of the Grand 
Lodge shall embrace the entire State of North Carolina.”

They found that the 
Grand Lodge delegates had already ruled that the cited regulations did not affect the 
recognition resolution, by voting without objection on the identical Resolution at the 
previous Annual Communication. They further ruled that the requirement of a two- 
thirds vote to approve the Resolution, was sufficient to change The Code. The vote on 
the Resolution was therefore allowed to continue.

Report on the Revolution Lawsuit 

Grand Treasurer (Superior Court Judge) Clifton W. Everett Jr. 
presented a report on the ongoing lawsuit brought by the temple 
board of the Revolution Masonic. The temple board's refusal to allow 
the lodge to select the men who controlled the lodge property resulted 
in several members of the board and lodge losing their Masonic 
membership. 

The board sued the Grand Lodge, insisting that such matters were 
not within the purview of the Grand Lodge. The Grand Lodge 
countersued to recover the lodge's property. Revolution Lodge No. 
552's refusal to deal with the problem resulted in the arrest of their 
charter. 


Grand Treasurer Everett explained that large legal bills 
associated with the suits resulted in unusual demands, more than 
$200,000, on the Grand Lodge's budget. He further explained the 
Grand Lodge expectation that the expenses would be repaid by the 
lodge when the case was won. 

The Courts found in favor of the Grand Lodge during the Annual 
Communication. Revolution Lodge No. 552’s charter was restored 
later in the year, and the legal costs incurred by the Grand Lodge were 
repaid by the lodge. The temple board also spent temple money 
bringing and prosecuting the case, bringing the total cost to the lodge 
of approximately $300,000. 


Harris-Dudley Awards 
Grand Secretary T. Walton Clapp III announced the recipients of 
the 2004 Harris-Dudley Grand Secretary Awards. The honorees were 
Donald L. Sizemore of Oxford 122 and William T. Cope of Stanley 713. 
The award, named for Past Grand Secretaries Charles A. Harris 
and Robert “Pete” Dudley, is presented to lodge secretaries who have 
shown outstanding contributions to their lodge and the fraternity. 


Proposed Recognitions 
Grand Secretary T. Walton Clapp III moved that the Grand Lodge 
accept the recognition of Gran Logia of Benito Juárez, Grand Lodge of 
Niger Grand Lodge of Armenia, and Gran Logia del Estado de

Resolution on Prince Hall Recognition 


Past Grand Master Leslie H. Garner introduced the resolution to 
recognize the Most Worshipful Prince Hall Grand Lodge, Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Carolina. 


Most Worship Sir and my Brethren. Many of you may be surprised to see me up 
here today speaking on this issue. 

On November 28, 1946, the night that I was raised a Master Mason, I was having 
dinner with W. J. “Dick” Bundy who at that time was former grand master of Masons 
in North Carolina and was potentate of Sudan Temple. He had just returned from 
Massachusetts speaking on Prince Hall Masons. He spoke to the Massachusetts Grand 
Lodge regarding PH Masonry. I remember him telling me, in effect, this - that “Masonry 
is good. Masonry is good for Prince Hall Masons, and it is good for us. They are as 
legitimate to Masonry as we are. They have no different a jurisdiction in their Masonry. 
Always remember that.” 


Now that was right before I was made a Master Mason. I have been a Master 
Mason for 58 years, and I have heard Prince Hall Masonry a whole lot since then. More 
especially here in the last five or six years. I am getting a little tired of it. I don’t know 
how you feel about that. 

We, last year, had our past Governor Jim Martin, a good brother of ours, explained 
it to you and me. I have been voting “no” ever since 1997 on this resolution. But, after 
Gov. Jim Martin explained it to me last year, I changed my mind because we are voting 
to allow them the sovereignty of being a grand lodge, not anything else. We are not 
inviting them to visit our lodges. We won't be able to visit their lodges. But, they are 
entitled to the entitlement we vote today - the entitlement for them to run their grand 
lodge as we run our Grand Lodge. They are Masons. They know everything you know 
and maybe know more. I would like to recommend to you that we vote “yes” on this 
resolution. This would not give us the right to visit them, and they will not have the 
right to visit us under this resolution. 


Sir, I would like to make a motion that we pass this resolution. 
A written ballot was taken. The vote was 520 in favor of recognition and 459 
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opposed. The resolution failed for lack of the necessary two-thirds majority.

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Grand Master Safrit’s Remarks 
On the Occasion of His Installation 


December 13, 2003 


Thank each of you for being here today. Before I begin my remarks, I would like to 
share with you a remarkable experience I had recently. 

On Saturday November, 22 I had the privilege to be invited to the installation of 
Milton Fitch Jr. as the grand master of Prince Hall Masons in North Carolina. I was 
treated in a most hospitable fashion and witnessed that magnificent ceremony along 
with a packed house of his friends, family, and membership. He called me to the pulpit 
of that huge church, and accordingly, I now would ask him to come forward to this stage. 
Worshipful Grand Marshal if you would. 


Milton Fredrick “Toby” Fitch Jr. is from Wilson where he graduated from Charles 
H. Darden High School. He received his BS from NC Central University and his Juris 
Doctorate from NC Central University School of Law. He is a member of the North 
Carolina and the District of Columbia’s Bar. 


He served nine terms as a member of the State of North Carolina House of 
Representatives. He is currently a Superior Court Judge in District 7b. 

Grand Master Fitch, you so graciously shared your podium with me at your 
installation, and I wish to do the same. The last time we were together your picture and 
the event ended up on the front page of The News & Observer. While I can assure you 
that MY installation certainly won't give you another huge spread in a major 
newspaper, I do, in all seriousness, want to assure you that I will continue to work for 
mutual recognition of our two great grand lodges. I am honored by your presence here 
today and your presence here at the podium. While I was ill prepared to speak at your 
installation, I don't doubt for a minute that you'll not have any trouble. 

[Prince Hall Grand Master Fitch then briefly addressed the assembly.] 

Thank you Grand Master. 


In contemplating this event and this very moment I have often wondered about the 
proper subject to use for my remarks. I am not an orator, besides as you just witnessed 
that job has been assigned to Judge Exum. 

I would like for a few minutes to speak on two subjects. First, the idea of how a guy 
like me could ever become grand master of the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons in North Carolina. The second subject is an outline of just what I plan 
to do to help move this fraternity another step from good toward great. 

The first subject is a question of how I got here. 

I saw some men I believed to be of high moral character and integrity, like my 
father, grandfather, uncles Robert Safrit and Odell Merrill, men like George Huntley, E. 
W. Downum, F. R. Bell, Judge Duncan, Past Grand Master Harvey Smith, and Clarence 
Guthrie, who were members of the Masons. I was curious about their fraternity. For 
years, I stayed at a distance and hoped someone would ask me to join. I had no idea that 
members came into the craft of their own freewill and accord. Membership solicitation 
was, and still is, strictly forbidden. 

Therefore, I would say I got here by asking Billie Springle, whom I knew to be a 
member. I couldn’t have chosen a better Mason to ask. 

Our fraternity requires us to become knowledgeable of the symbolic three degrees 
by learning a catechism. 

I got here by the sheer stubborn efforts of my coach and very dear friend Roy Laney 
Jr. who taught me and my fellow student and friend Malon Williams. Talk about 
patience! 

Not one of these men so dear to me is among us today, as each has been called by 
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the Great Architect. But, their widows and family members are here. I want each to 
know how I got here. 


In the early days of my Masonic career, to be master of Franklin Lodge, one had to 
wait in line to get an appointment to fill a chair. The brother who gave me that 
opportunity is with us and continues to support me. Brother Asa Buck Jr., who was the 
deputy grand master pro tem in the installation ceremony we just conducted. To be a 
grand master one has to be have been a master of a subordinate lodge. That privilege 
came my way in 1987. I am forever indebted to Brother Buck for his part in how I got 
here. 

In the first degree of Masonry, the candidate is told many things about the journey 
of becoming a Mason. At one point the lodge master tells of the significance of the 
lambskin or white leather apron. He recites a beautiful presentation in which he says, 
“Your ambitious feet may tread round after round that ladder that leads to fame in our 
mystic circle, and even the purple of our fraternity may rest upon your honored 
shoulders.” No logical person would ever pay that possibility much regard, but in the 
spring of 1997 Grand Master Gerry Smith asked me to be his appointment to the line 
of the Grand Lodge officers, and the possibility started to become real. 


I must confess to never having given the possibility a thought. I felt unworthy and 
humbled. I worried that my attitude toward the changes needed in this great fraternity 
as I saw them, would be out of step. Gerry countered that it was his job to determine 
my worthiness at that point, and if I did my duties in the several offices that precede 
that of the grand master, I would be worthy at the proper time. He went on to tell me 
that being humble was a right and correct feeling that would last. That is so very true. 
Finally, he stated that a strong desire for change was fine as long as I remembered to 
listen first. 


Some things in life are not easily thanked for. I am as unable to properly thank 
Gerry, my Masonic father, for this opportunity as I am to thank my departed father and 
mother for the opportunity they left for me. As I see it, the only thanks that can come 
close is that thanks of doing enough with those opportunities to make them proud. I will 
give it my best shot, folks. I realize how big a part you were in how I got here. 

There are four favorable votes of the Grand Lodge delegates needed to become 
grand master, one at each of the wardens’ stations, one at the deputy’s station, and a 
final vote for the big chair. To be successful in those votes at the hands of men who 
believe in friendship, morality, and brotherly love as their foundational principles in a 
time when such attributes seem nearly lost in our society, makes me very humble. 
While making the trips from Murphy to Manteo, one soon learns that our craft is made 
up of some wonderful people. They are essential in the story of how I got here. 


Being a Grand Lodge officer is the most time consuming non-work activity I have 
ever attempted. Time is the key word of our society. Having the luxury of a totally 
capable team of sharp professionals to run our company in my absence is a joy to me. 
They claim it is a joy to them when I am absent also. I thank them all for all they have 
done to support me these past years. They have, as a group, gone far beyond the call of 
duty in order that I got here. 


Lack of time when it comes to the worship of God or time missed with one’s family 
have to be the most agonizing parts of a state-wide position in our fraternity. Somehow 
God seems to have granted me his pardon for my absences, and He further blessed me 
with three wonderfully supportive children and the worlds’ most supportive, loving, and 
tolerant wife. Again, a thank you seems woefully inadequate so I will promise my family 
to treat Ellen Dare to lunch on Thursdays and to continue to do the dishes whenever I 
am at home. It is by their patience, support and love that I got here. 


The word “I” has been used far too much in these remarks. This is not an “I” 
celebration. In truth, you can easily see the undeserved blessings the Supreme 
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Architect has given me. Add to that the support I have been given by all these people I 
have mentioned and countless more that have been left out in the name of time and you 
can get the picture. My destiny to be here today may be similar to Woody Allen’s view 
that, “99 percent of life is just showing up.” 


As to my being here, I think of the way Past Grand Master Charles Cathey so often 
put it. Charles is mountain man who is a treasure to our craft and the whole state. He 
is a fan of Alfred, Lord Tennyson. He often quotes one line of Tennyson’s poem entitled 
Ulysses. “I am a part of all that I have met.” I thank all of you for the privilege of each 
part. 


And now for the second subject — what I will try to do. 


For those of us in the business world, when there is a change in command, the first 
order of business should be to take inventory. If this were to be done, we would find this 
fraternity to be in good order as Grand Master Lewis’s term ends. Masonry is the 
world’s oldest and largest fraternity. Even though we are not a service organization, we 
are the source of a huge amount of philanthropic giving. In North America, $22.73 is 
generated by Masons for our causes every second of every minute of every hour of every 
day of the year. A total of over 720 million dollars per year. Our Shriners are stooping 
to help a crippled or burned child and sending a van or a jet plane to get that child and 
their parent to the treatment. This is available to all children and all free of charge. 
Scottish Rite clinics all over the nation are treating the language disorders of thousands 
of children who suffer from such disorders as dyslexia or dysphasia. The York Rite has 
their eye foundation going strong. 


Our own Grand Lodge is doing good work at our two campuses. The Masonic Home 
for Children at Oxford (the oldest continuing child care facility in the nation) has helped 
over 8,500 children become happy, productive, loved members of our society. Just a few 
weeks ago Grand Master Lewis lead a dedication ceremony for seven brand new state 
of the art homes on that campus. 


Over at Greensboro, the Masonic and Eastern Star Home is a crown jewel and 
should be another source of great pride for the Masons and the members of the Eastern 
Star. Imagine this statistic. While most retirement communities across the state are 
also owned by charitable nonprofit organizations, the average charitable contribution to 
these homes is about 7% of the budget of that home. At our home that figure is about 
65% or close to all the other homes of its kind in the state combined. In short, the ship 
of our philanthropic causes is operating in good form and we are indeed proud of them 
and the wonderful staff at each. 


Correcting the perception we have with the general public is the biggest challenge 
we have as Masons in North Carolina. That will call for a two step approach. First, we 
must be great in reality, then we will be perceived as great in society. 

The good works we do that I just enumerated go a long way toward helping. We 
must work harder to keep our facilities in the fine shape. The stock market has dealt 
our endowments a crushing blow, and it is now time for Masons from across the state 
to step up and help us make up the short fall. As Grand master and thus chairman of 
the Board of Directors of both of our Homes, I pledge to insure that the both homes 
continue to be wise stewards of the funds contributed. We will see that all belts are 
tightened without sacrificing the high standards John Rose and Doug McConnell and 
their professional staffs have created. 


We have a jewel in the rough at our new Cedar Point Campus. We must move 
forward to develop it properly so that it may be used to benefit the purposes we Masons 
have set for it. We seem to fall into analysis paralysis on such projects. The Dalai Lama 
wrote in his words on which to live in the new millennium, “Take into account that great 
love and great achievement involves great risk.” We must move on. 
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Remember that the wrong perception, if left long enough, becomes reality. Our 
inability thus far to deal with our Prince Hall issue leaves us wide open to be perceived 
as being racially intolerant. We all know that such is not reality. Frankly, I could not 
lead such a group if it were. Frankly, such a notion would violate so many Masonic 
teaching as to render the tenants of our craft, Friendship, Morality, and Brotherly Love 
mere feel good phrases to be recited in degree work, then left to teach the walls of our 
lodge buildings while we are absent. We have stated that it was our intention to deal 
with the issue. T.S. Elliot wrote, “Between the intention and the deed falls the shadow.” 
We have been given the light which for us is the Holy Bible. We must show the light. 
Shadows are not acceptable in a climb from good to great. 

One of the confusing things about life is the conflict between how we perceive a 
given idea, person, or group versus what we, after proper investigation, find to be real 
and true. We Masons would say this investigating is searching for light. I call on all 
Masons to search their hearts, to search the Great Light, and to search the lessons of 
our degrees for proper answers. 

The challenge then for the coming year is how we move forward to make a good 
fraternity great. The foundation for this effort has been laid by the 5-foot 4-inch giant I 
follow. Past Grand Master Lewis, I promise to you also that I will give it my best. 

I often end my remarks at Masonic gatherings, as I will today, with a challenging 
poem that to me asks us to stop and assess the beauty of God’s world and then move 
on to greater challenges. The poem by Robert Frost is entitled “Stopping by Woods on a 
Snowy Evening.” 

Whose woods these are I think I know. 
His house is in the village though; 
He will not see me stopping here 
To watch his woods fill up with snow. 
My little horse must think it queer 
To stop without a farmhouse near 
Between the woods and frozen lake 
The darkest evening of the year. 
He gives his harness bells a shake 
To ask if there is some mistake. 
The only other sound's the sweep 
Of easy wind and downy flake. 
The woods are lovely, dark and deep. 
But I have promises to keep, 
And miles to go before I sleep, 
And miles to go before I sleep. 

All Masons have knelt at that altar and before God and men. They made promises 
that if kept would guide them to be of high moral character and integrity. A noble idea 
and a simple way to make our fraternity be perceived correctly. 

I thank you all for being here today. It is very kind of you to take this time out of 
such a busy season, and it means so much to me. Sarah Jo, Mary B., Wes, Ellen Dare, 
David, James, Hunter, I, and all of our extended family wish you and your family a safe 
and joyous holiday season. May the promise of His birth fill your hearts with hope as 
He intended.

Grand Master Safrit's Address to the Annual Communication 
of Prince Hall Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
October 2, 2004 


There was a time in the history of the world that there was no room in the inn. And 
so, great good came from a lowly stable. I pray that some good will come from the lowly 
action taken in this very place just six days ago. 


I thought that my obligations as grand master would be home free on Saturday 
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afternoon, but they have only just begun. I have had a week of seeing my name in the 
newspaper representing an issue that is so repugnant to me that it strikes at the very 
being of what I am about. I have had calls from racists who said I was ruining all of 
Masonry in North Carolina. I have also had calls from Masons such as one brother more 
than 90 years old who praised God that he now had hope that he might yet see the day 
that this hypocrisy would be over. For him and so many more, being a Mason means 
following the tenets of friendship, morality and brotherly love, period. One email I 
received said what we did in this very room last week was a secret, and I should be 
thrown out of office for allowing the media access. That came less than 20 seconds 
before the lieutenant governor of North Carolina, Grand Master Fitch’s good friend, 
Beverly Perdue, called to tell me how proud she was of us both. 


Remember that I am here today to tell you that a majority of the members of the 
Grand Lodge of AF & AM believe that, at this moment, I am exactly where I should be. 
Our tenets are friendship, morality and brotherly love, as are yours. T. S. Elliott said 
that “between the intention and the deed, therein falls the shadow.” Masons are men of 
light. There is no room for shadow. 


If the truth will set you free, then it is only logical that ignorance will imprison you. 
Through the actions of less than a majority, the Grand Lodge of AF & AM is now 
imprisoned by the yoke of ignorance. You must know that I pray for the day when AF & 
AM casts off these chains. 

So she could be here with me last week, my 14-year-old daughter had to write an 
essay on the educational value of her trip. The education she received was not the 
glorious victory many of us had worked and hoped for. These are part of her words about 
our failure to recognize you as brothers. She wrote that our action on Saturday “would 
ruin the reputation of Masons.” She added, “It is not fair to Prince Hall Masons or white 
Masons who wish to recognize Prince Hall Masons.” 


I beg you, my brethren. Take your grand lodge and go to the next level! I am told 
that your leadership will give you the opportunity to pass this “Resolution of Mutual 
Recognition” which I think of as “A Resolution of Mutual Respect.” 

Should you take such a bold and beautiful step, it will then be up to AF & AM to 
join you on that higher plateau. On the day we join you, all will look back and say to 
each other that the chains of ignorance are finally gone. And thus we can say that we 
have taken a step from darkness toward the light. Then the North Carolina Masonic 
family will be able to say that white Masons have cast off the burden of hypocrisy and 
do indeed practice the tenets of friendship, morality and brotherly love. I plead with you 
to go there now, to the next plateau, and wait for us. In return, I will do all I can to 
hasten the day that white brothers join you. 


Until then, my brothers, until then.
